DOMESTIC SEWS. 
I nll. d Stairs Senate. 
W ash in gto n, 
March 7th. — Williams 
moved to discharge the Committee on Mili­ 
tary Affairs from the consideration of the 
bill to regulate the retiring of army officers. 
It was a bill, Williams said, which had been 
introdnced by Beck, who supposed that he 
was acting for Williams, and the name of 
Williams was noted as having introduced it. 
He (Williams) knew nothing whatever about 
such a bill, and disclaimed all responsibility 
for it. 
Beck explained that he had introduced the 
bill for his colleague, as he supposed. A 
young gentleman came in looking for Will- 
iame, and saying that the Senator bad agreed 
to introduce the bill. In Williams’ absence. 
Beck had introduced it, but uow found there 
were provisions in it which neither he nor bis 
colleague would consent to be responsible for. 
He supposed they had been imposed on. 
The committee was discharged from further 
consideration of the bill. 
Plumb, from the Committee on Public 
l.acds, reported favorably the House bill 
declari: g forfeited the lands granted to the 
Texas Pacific Railway Company, and stated 
that the minority of the committee desired 
the privilege of submitting, at their conveni­ 
ence, their views iu diseent, and the majority 
reserved the right to present hereafter their 
reasons in Bupport of the bill. 
Adjourned till Monday. 
House of Bepresentatives. 
W ashington, March 7th.—A bill was re­ 
ported granting a pension to the widow of 
General Francis P. Blair. 
The Speaker announced unfinished business 
to be the further consideration of the bill 
authorizing the retirement of Alfred Pleas­ 
anton, with the rank of Colonel. 
Steele moved to recommit the bill without 
instructions. Carritd—ayes 122, nays 115. 
Brown cf Indiana immediately introduced 
a biil granting Alfred Pleasanton a pension 
of $100 per month. 
Objection was made to present considera 
tion, and the bill was referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Invalid Pensions. 
The House went into Committes of the 
Whole (Cox of New York in the chair) on 
the private calendar. 
The committee remained in session until 4 
o’clock, when several private bills were re­ 
ported back to the House and passed. 
A recisi was then taken until 7:30 p. m. 
The evening session is for the consideración 
of the pension bill. 
The Beturnrd Lasker Beso utlons 
W ashington, March 7th.—Herr Von Er- 
sendecker, German Minister, Baid to-day that 
he had just received from the German Gov­ 
ernment the resolutions of condolence passed 
by the American Congress on the death cf 
Herr Lasker, and would forward them, as 
well as the accompanying letter transmitted 
from Prince 1! smarck, to the Department of 
State in a few days. He added that he had 
bad no communication or understanding 
whatever with the Foreign Affairs Commit­ 
tee in regard to the matter. He proposed 
to deal entirely with the Department of 
State. Tne letter of Prince Bismarck, re­ 
turning the resolutions, he said, had already 
been published in substance, but in addition 
it expressed Bismarck’s regret that he felt 
compelled, under the circumstances, to return 
the resolutions. 
Land Brant Forfeitures. 
W ashington, March 7th.— The House 
Committee on Public Lauds to-day decided 
unanimously to recommend the forfeiture of 
the land grant to the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad lying east of the junction of that 
road with the Atchinson, Tnpaka and Santa 
Fe Railroad, and lying west of Mojava, C d„ 
and which has not been patented to the road. 
The Proposed Sew Territory 
W ashington, March 7th.—The Senate 
Committee on Territories have agreed to give 
the name of “ Lincoln ” to the new Territory 
which it is proposed to make out of the 
northern portion of Dakota, 
Widow Brooks Avoids (lie Issue of a 
Writ. 
C hicago, March 7th.—Judge Shepard, of 
the Superior Court, yesterday afternoon de­ 
cided the case of Sexton vs. Mrs. Brooks, 
who was de.ained on a writ of ne exeat. The 
Court ordered the release from arrest, though 
the bill was not dismissed nor the writ 
quashed, but to stand as a summons. The 
Court held that the affidavit on which the 
writ was issued was defective, also that the 
petition did not suffinently set forth the al­ 
leged indebtedness of Mrs. Brooks. The at­ 
torney atates that Bhe was confined to her bed 
at the Palmer House, Immediately after 
the Judge’s decision was rendered the attor­ 
ney for Sexton tiled a petition setting forth 
explicitly the indebtedness and presenting 
affidavits of Mrs. Brooks’ intention to leave 
the State. Judge Yaley, of the Circuit Court 
of Cook county, issued a writ on this petition 
and an officer was at the lady’s door last 
night with the writ. But when the officer 
went to her room for the purpose of serving 
the writ, neither the wealthy widow nor her 
little hand bag containing about $90,000 
could be found. It was stated that wiihin a 
few minutes after her release was ordered she 
left the room and that she toik the evening 
train for the seaboard, intending to go thence 
to Europe. 
The ©murk Murder Case 
_ J ackson (Mich.), March 7th,—This morn­ 
ing the examination of Jud Crouch and Dao 
S. Holcomb, charged with the quadruple 
murder of the Crouch family on November 
21st, began in tbe presence a large crowd of 
people. T he forenoon was consumed by the 
examination cf three witnesses—Rsardon, 
Hutchins and Works. The two former testi­ 
fied as to finding the bodies, and to other well 
known facts. Hutchins tcld of the c induct 
of Holcomb and Judd Crouch, after the 
murder was made known to them. When 
Holcomb and Crouch were conducted back 
to the j ail, the crowd preBse J forward to get 
a good look at them, and the crush was fear- 
fob Several women fainted, and were with 
! difficulty saved from being trampled to 
death. Ali portions of the county are repre­ 
sented. 
(-rani's Health. 
N ew Y ork. March 7th.—General Grant 
went South yesterday in a Bpecial car, and 
will go through to Old Point Comfort direct. 
He walked a short distance without crutches, 
the first time since his accident. The Gen­ 
eral's form has lost none of its portliness, and 
bis face is full and ruddy. Under each arm 
he carried a crutch, and he walked with muck 
difficulty. Assisted by his body servants he 
led the party to the cars. The only motive 
for his going is a change of air. 
Prohibition Convention 
Colcmbcs (O.), March 7th.—At the session 
of tne Prohibition Convention, delegates to 
the National Convention at Pittsburg on the 
2lst of May, were selected, one from each dis­ 
trict and at large. Tney were instructed to 
use all honorable means to secure the nomi­ 
nation of G. 8. Stewart, of Ohio, for Presi­ 
dent. A systematic plan of organization for 
the State was adopted. 
Thr Flooded Region. 
M em ph is (Tenn.), M arch 7th.—The Ap­ 
peal's Helena. Arkansas, special says : The 
levee broke to-il »y about a mile above Fiiar’s 
Point, Miss., which inundated that thriving 
little city. The river at Glendale, opposite 
here, has attained the high-water mark of 
1882, and many places from Glendale to 
Clarksd.le in the interior report the water 
from two to four inches higher than ever be­ 
fore known. 
-Attempt to Hide a Morder. 
S avannah (Ga./, March 7 th.—The Cor ner 
stoiqs-d a negro funeral service, and on re­ 
moving I he sbrcud and clothing of the corpse 
there were revealed nine küife wcunds in­ 
flicted by the man in whose house the funeral 
was being held. The victim was William 
Dunn, and the murderer Jerry Haggins, who 
tried to conceal the murder, reporting that 
the death was from pueumonia, and making 
necessary a hasty burial. Dunn’s intimacy 
with Haggins’ daughter led to the crime.

FVKFIBM NEWS. 
Herr Lasker's Death In the Uelehstag. 
Berlin, March 7th.—In the Reichstag to­ 
day, after the President had been re-elected, 
that tunctionary announced the death of 
Lasker, and other members, during the re­ 
cess. The Deputies remained standing whiie 
the announcement was being made. 
Rickert (Independent) speaking, as he ex­ 
plained, on the order of the day, expressed 
thanks in the name of Lasker’s friends for 
tbe many tokens of sympathy received. He 
was particularly grattful to the American 
Congress for tne action of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, 
The President informed Richert that he 
was departing from the order of tbe day. 
Hammerstein, in behalf cf the Conserva­ 
tives, protested against the action cf Rick erf, 
and against the course pursued by the Amer­ 
ican Congress. 
Dr. Haernel (Progressist) admitted that 
Rickert had passed outside the order of the 
day, but pointed out that this only showed a 
def ect in the rules of the House. He referred 
to Rickert’s praise of the American Congress, 
whereupon the President reminded him that 
he, too, was departing from the order of the 
day; but be continued speaking. He said 
that he bad perhaps brokeo the rules, but he 
considered tnat he was justified, and pleaded 
extenuating circumstancts. When a body like 
Congress, be said, adop' fl attering resolutions, 
we should pay as much regard, to them as is 
consistent with parliamentary ussge. 
Baron Von Maltzhan contended that tbe 
rules of the House offered no ground for a 
statement like Rickert’s, or for any refer­ 
ence to the resolutions of a foreign Parlia­ 
ment, not officially communicated to tbe 
Reichstag, He said the right of tbe Houso 
should be upheld. There was no defect in 
the rules of the H use, but there was in tbe 
manners of members of the House, as was 
clearly proved by the fact that the Left had 
attempted to cry down Hammerstein’s pro­ 
test.Rickert explaice 1 that the Left had inter­ 
rupted Hammerstein because, contrary to 
the rule of the House, he had read his state­ 
ment. The Left., he declated, cared as little 
for Haramerssait -rotest as they did for the 
unjustifiable inte.a»eucs of Bismarck. 
This declaration was followed by a great up­ 
roar.As soon a? order was restored, Von Battis- 
cher, Imperial Secretary of the Interior and 
representative oi the Chancellor, said he 
knew absolutely nothing of any interference 
on the part of Bismarck. If the latter was 
r. quested to inform the Reichstag of resolu­ 
tions adopted by the American Congress, and 
did what he deemed right in the matter, his 
action was not subject to criticism. He con­ 
cluded by protesting against any criticism of 
Bismarck. 
Dr. Braun stated that the rules of the 
Reichstag were based upon those of the Prus­ 
sian Landtag, in which a eulogistic speech on 
the occasion of the death of Richard Cobden 
was ruled out of order. 
Richter, replying to Von Battischer, main­ 
tained that the Deputies have a perfect right 
to critici-e the official acts of the Chancellor. 
Dr. Miller (Progressist) began a speech by 
directing the attention to a banner banging 
in the hall, which had been presented to the 
Reichstag by Mormon Ameiicans, but he was 
at once called to order by the President and 
the discussion closed. 
The Egyptian War. 
S üakim, March 7ch.—Two chiefs of the 
Amara tribe, with 120 men and 40 camels, 
have arrivid, and report that the losses of 
the rebels at Teb amounted to 0,000 killed and 
wounded. 
KASALA SURROUNDED BY THE ENEMT. 
Ca ir o, March 7th.—Kasala is surrounded 
by the enemy, and the garrison will Boon be 
in a position similar to that in which the ill- 
fated Sinkat garrison was placed. 
A BATTLE LAID OUT FOR MONDAY. 
L ondon, March 7th.—General Graham, 
with 3,000 men, will advance from Suakim 
Monday against Osman Digma. Graham’s 
force will consist < f 120 artillery men, six 
seveu-p Hinders, ten mountain and four Krupp 
guns, sixty-two sailors with two nine-pound­ 
ers, three Gatling and Gardiner guns, and 
the Tenth and Nineteenth Hussare. The re­ 
mainder will be infantry and marines. Os­ 
man Digma remains at Handoob, ready to 
accept battle.

C a iro, March 7th.—General Gordon tele- 
grapr-s that Slatin Bey, an Austrian officer in 
the Egyptian army, from Darfour Naoisb, 
has defeated the re tit 1: north of Obeid.

V arna, March 7th.—During a public ball 
here last night, card-playing took place in a 
room adj jirnnp. The Greek Consul partici­ 
pated in the game. The Bulgarian Perfect 
of Police stopped the playing, on the ground 
that games of chance in pnblic places were 
illegal. A quarrel ensued, and tbe Austrian 
Vice-Consul joined the Greek Consul in in­ 
sulting the Perfect. The Bulgarian Govern­ 
ment has asked the Austrian Government for 
an apology.

L ondon, March 7th.—Advices from South 
Africa state that the B iers in Stellaland are 
advancing to attack Mankoroane. A British 
battalion has been ordered to the scene from 
Capetown.

P a r is , March 7th —Mile. Nevada, the 
American prima donna, was received into tbe 
Catholic Church to-d-y at tbe English Pas- 
sionist Church. Mrs. Mackay was sponsor. 
The ceremony was private. Mile. Nevada 
was dressed in pure white, her hair tLwicg 
over her shoulders. Mrs. Mackay sent a 
present of a bon-bon box of massive oxi lizsd 
silver inlaid with gold. 
Execution or Pardon. 
S t. T homas, March 7th.—At the foreign 
consulates in Jactrel, Hayti, 280 refugees 
await the President’s decision of execution or 
pardon. In the riot in Provincetown, Trini­ 
dad, the police fired, killing two rioters and 
wounding several others. 
The Brmn'na of Collins and His Mother. 
Q ueenstow n, March 7th.—On arrival of 
the Ct'y of Chicago this evening the remains 
of Jerome 
Colins and bis mother were re­ 
ceived by i he British Admiral, the American 
Consul, the Mayor and the corporation of the 
city, the relatives of the deceased and a large 
number of citizens.

OLD MEYIIO. 
Advices from (¿uajmas. 
G uatm as. March 7th.—The steamer So­ 
nora, bringing dates from San Bias to March 
1st and Mazatlan March 21, arrived last 
night. 
Three thousand ties and a lot of cord wood 
was burned by incendiaries, belonging to tbe 
railroad company, at San Bias. The fire is 
attributed to the unpopularity of the Super­ 
intendent of the road. 
Harry, eon of Frank Wheeler, formerly of 
Nevada, died of fever on the road to Tepic. 
The Sonora brings a full freight and fifteen 
passengers. 
The health report from the coast is good. 
Fever has entirely disappeared. 
The weather here is cold and pleaBant, with 
occasional showers. 
The total deaths in this port for February 
was thirteen, including one suicide, of which 
only five were adults. No cases cf fever. 
The S:ate Government has levied a tax of 
two per cent, on the exportation of all ores, 
which has caused quite a growl among the 
mining people. 
The Railroad Hotel ie to be built of wood 
and not brick, as originally intended. 
Louis Haller, late from the placers cf 
Lower California, reports that the stringent 
laws against mining have been repealed aDd 
quite a crowd are pouring into the placers. 
The schooner Julia brought over some eight 
pounds of gold to Boston & Co. 


The Archduke John has published at 
Vienna a pamphlet on spiritualism, in 
which he reconnts his unmasking of the 
spiritualist, Bustyn.

T k h ach api, March 7¿h.—Wednesday even­ 
ing a cloud burst in the vicinity of Cslimte, 
covering the track in the yard with sand two 
feet deep. Water in the telegraph office was 
eighteen inches deep. Some p ireions of the 
track were injured, bat the damages were re­ 
paired so rs to let No. Iff np tbe hill on time 
this morning ; but two miles north of Mojave 
they struck a washout that detained them 
six hours. The reports from south of Mojave 
are discouraging. South of Ravenna the track 
**iat has been repaired, with some cf the old 
track, is washed out The lines are down to 
Los Angeles, aDd tbe last report from there 
says everything is very wet. On the Colora­ 
do division, from Mojave to the Needles, 
washouts are reported. No perishable freight 
is taken from here for any points south or 
east of Moj ave.

MSETING OF RAILBOAD COMMISSIONERS 
Tbe Complaint ol IT. II. Koblnson Ills 
missed by Inanlm ons Arllou of the 
Board 
[inecial to ihe Record-V.mon ) 
S an F rancisco, March 7th.—A meeting 
of the Railroad Commissioners was held at 
their rooms in this city to-day. at which all 
the members were present. The case of the 
San Francisco and North Pacific Railroad 
Company was, upon application of said com- 
panv, postponed uutilthe next regular session 
of the Com mission. 
In the matter of the complaint of W. H. 
R ibinson, of Suisun, against tbe Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company, the Board of Com­ 
missioners rendered the following decision in 
writing : 
In this css i. plaintiff slleges that on the 7th d»j 
of April, lssj, he delivered a certain lathe, un- 
bi-Viid, I or s: ipineut on the railroad ol defendant at 
its Sixteenth street station, In the city of Oakland. 
The complaint also alleges that defendant refused to 
receive or to transport the said dental lathe unless 
boxed by plaintiff, to his damage in sums specified. 
It fai s to state the direction or destination of .lie 
prufferrei! freight, and as there is no verification oí 
the paper filed as an " amended complaint ” iu which 
the onussion is supplied, it is nowhere averred. 
Rut as this Commission has uo jurisdiction of 
a cause of action 
soundiug in damages, 
the omission is not 
material, and works 
no injury to plaintiff. 
For any damage which 
he may have suffered from the cause alleged nis 
remedy ia c’early and exclusively in tile Courts. 
The only remaining question upon which he in­ 
vokes tue judgment oí the Commission relates to 
the oh ss-.fication of the rejected freight; its simi­ 
larity In form and bulk to the sewing machine of 
which it was constructed for dental purposes being 
admitted by the pleadiDgs, it seems reasonable, as 
plaintiff insists, that it should be included iu the 
same class of freight, and accorded the same faci.i- 
ties of transportation 
It has been so classed by 
circular No 310, issued by defendant to its agents, 
amending local classifications, and providing’ that 
“ sewing machine frames used for lathes or similar 
purposes will take same rate as sewing machines.'' 
Ttiis regulation covers the only quts ion presented, 
of which there can be any pretense of jurisdiction 
in this Commission. 
It is therefore ordered that 
the case be and the same is hereby dismissed.

The Election Commissioners held a m eet­ 
ing Friday morning, Mayor B artlett pre­ 
siding.

The sale of single admission tickets to

We are of the opinion, however, that the 
proclamation is a strange one, and that it 
is not justified by the condition of public af­ 
fairs. It may be well and perhaps is, to 
amend the Constitution so that railroad 
property be taxed as other property. In 
fact, we never could see the justice of tax­ 
ing such property in the manner now pro­ 
vided by the Constitution. If every other 
kind of property is taxed less than the 
mortgage debt thereon, there can ha no 
justice in refusing the same benefit to rail­ 
road property. We have coutended for 
this rule for the last three years in the 
Conits, and the Courts have decided that 
a denial of the rule to railroad property 
and owners is in violation of the Federal 
Constitution.

think the 
times are not propitious for the kind of 
legislation indicated by the Governor, 
therefore we deprecate the whole business. 
As the Governor believed it his duty to 
convene the Legislature, and as he included 
some subjects which have not arisen as con­ 
templated by the Constitution, hut which 
existed over for the last two or three ses­ 
sions of the Legislature, we see no reason 
why he did not yield to the reasonable de­ 
mands of the workingmen.

T h e V eter a n s’ H om e.—The Veterans’ 
Home Association, it seems, is now work­ 
ing in a manner that will result satisfac­ 
torily to old soldiers, as many of them will 
soon have comfortable quarters there. The 
Directors of tbe Association bad another 
meeting in San Francisco last Saturday, at 
which it was decided that the Home 
should have a resident Commander, a com­ 
petent surgeon, and such subordinate offi­ 
cers as were necessary ; also, that religious 
services should be held regularly, and that 
applicants for admission to the Home must 
furnish proofs of honorable discharge; 
that they are in indigent circumstances, 
aged, and have lived at least a year in this 
department. All pensions of occupants of 
the Home most be deposited with the 
Treasnrer of the Association.

Is T h e r e a n Assembly?—Now that the 
Governor has called an extra session of the 
Legislature a grave question arises, whether 
the Assembly elected in 1SS2 still has a 
legal existence. The Legislature at the 
session in 18S2 adopted “ an Act to divide 
the State into Assembly districts and te 
provide for the election of Assemblymen 
therein,” which was approved on the 13th 
of March, 1883. By the terms of Section 
84 of this Act, “ all Acts and parts of Acts 
in conflict with it were repealed.” As 
there is no time set in the Act for its going 
into effect, the presumption is that it went 
into effect immediately. The question now 
arises whether this legislation was not too 
thorough in its character. It at least will 
raise qneer complications. Take the case 
of the election of a successor to Assembly­ 
man Hughes of this city, who has died 
since the adjournment. He represented 
the Thirteenth Assembly district. That 
district as it formerly existed is no more. 
It has been completely wiped out by the 
repealing clause. How is a successor to 
Hughes to be chosen? M ust the people 
who formerly constituted the Thirteenth 
district do without representation in the 
extra session ? It would seem so ; for if 
the old districts were repeeled, as they un­ 
questionably were, it will not be legal to 
attem pt to perpetuate them. There may 
be some force in the general rule that offi­ 
cers hold until their successors are elected 
and duly qualified ; but it looks very much 
as if the last Assembly ended its existence 
when it adjonrned sine die after abolishing 
the districts from which the members com­ 
posing it were elected.—[San Francisco 
Chronicle. 
R a r e W in t e r B ir d s.—This is a pe­ 
culiar season in several respects, and 
adepts in weather lore find themselves 
soméwhat embarrassed to interpret all the 
“ signs ” in harmony with any one theory. 
The birdB are especially mixed, delegations 
from Hudson’s Bay and from the Carolinas 
showing themselves here together, and tbe 
indications therefrom are abont what each 
prophet chooses to declare. Purple finches 
and warblers that usually go south in 
the winter have been seen ,here fre­ 
quently of late, and ceder birds and red 
crossbills are also universally numerous for 
the season. W ith them have come flocks 
of grosbeaks, whose habitat is in the H ud­ 
son Bay region, and their advent is creat­ 
ing considerable interest. They are very 
tame, and are quite easily caught with a 
net and pole. They also adapt themselves 
to confinement quite readily, and make a 
pretty house bird. 
Tney are nearly as 
large as tbe robin. The male has a head, 
breast and rump of red or crimson, and 
this color is mottled with black or dark 
slate on tbe back. Tne wings are slate or 
black, with two transverse bare cf white. 
The female has a body of dark slate, w ith 
wings barred, and the head and rump 
lightly touched with a yellow bronze. The 
beak ie short and blunt like a sparrow’s. 
Quits a number have been killed for use 
by taxdermiats, and others have been 
caught and caged.—[W orcester Gazette.

INTBKB8TIKG DESCRIPTION OP SCENES 
IN THE FRENCH MSTROPOLIS. 


The Whirl cf Tts Social Life—Its Boule­ 
vards and Leading Points of Interest 
—Street Venders—Etc.

The vieitor 
on 
entering “ L i Belle 
France ” directs his Bteps towards its gay 
and brilliant Cspital. 
Paris, the head and 
soul of the civilized w orld—according to 
V ictor Hugo—is as strange a city as it is 
brilliant. 
Hugo is a man of genius, but 
also a man of eccentricity, and his imagina­ 
tion is apt to lead him astray. 
His idea 
about Paris, however, if exaggerated, is 
n ot entirely wrong. 
Paris has long held 
the lirat and leading pjsition amongst the 
capitals of the world ; and though its re­ 
nown has been somewhat obscured by the 
events of the litte r years, it is still looked 
upon as the leading city. 
London, the 
giant city, may be called tfce money m arket 
and the commercial metropolis of 
the 
w orld ; but take off this mercenary cover­ 
ing of pounds and shilling*, and w hat Í3 
there th a t remains of interest in the great 
city : 
Very little. 
Even in a commercial 
sense, London holds the lead only through 
the m agnitude of its transactions and the 
am ount of money involved, w ithout de­ 
veloping any great industry of its own. 


,1 WRONG IM PRESSION 
Is prevalent an ocg moat people, th at Paria 
is merely a grand reBort for gay and fast 
living. 
The reason is th at nine-tenths of 
visitors go there for the sake of amuse­ 
m ent and pleasure; and the Parisians, 
knowing this, invent all kinds of distrac­ 
tions, deriving therefrom a great source of 
income. 
The best proof th at the light­ 
hearted and frivolous habite of living in 
Paris cannot be im puted solely to French 
nature and character is, th at the customs 
and habits of people all over France, out­ 
side of Paris, are as m oderate and sober as 
in any other country, and perhaps more so. 
The large cities of Lyons, Bordeaux, M ar­ 
seilles, Lille and H avre are places of quiet­ 
ness and sobriety. 
Taking it for granted 
th a t Paris is a 


FOCUS OF PLEASURE AND RECREATION, 
A nd th a t a great amount of immorality 
and vice is developed there, it is also true 
th a t few, it any, cities in the world show 
the same am ount of industry, activity and 
progress. 
lío city favors the alts aud sci­ 
ences, learning and moral advancem ent, as 
m uch as Paris. 
M ost men of genius have 
sought the succor and approve 1 of Paris as 
a starting-point for their future greatness. 
The attractions and beauties of Paris have 
been described so often, th at a repetition 
here m ight be out of place, while the in­ 
nermost features of everyday life of the 
great city are less known, aüd may prove 
more interesting. 
In another place I shall 
give a short description of the chief edifices 
and monuments. 
Strangers, as a rule, pay 
a passing aud hurried visit to the main 
curiosities, and get a more or less accurate 
insight into society. I t requires a residence 
of several years to get initiated into Paris­ 
ian life, especially in tj th a t of the middle 
and lower classes. 


SOCIETY IN' FAR1S 
M ay be subdivided into seven distinct ele­ 
m ents : The titled aristocracy, the moneyed 
aristocracy, the “ petits rentiers,” or well- 
to-do annuitants, the business and trades­ 
men, 
the 
professional 
men, including 
“ hommes de lettres,” etc., the artissns 
aud workiDg people, and finally a nonde­ 
script class who live by their wits, from 
the elegant “ chevalier ¿ ’industrie” down to 
the ‘ canaille.” 
Paris has 2,140 streets, in­ 
cluding boulevards, avenues, passages and 
galleries. 
These passages and galleries are 
for the most part glass-covered cross­ 
streets, filled w ith fancy stores. 
There are 
130 of them . 
The biulevards and avenues 
num ber 143. 
Seventy-nine public equares 
adorn the Capital, and eighteen bridges 
cross the river Seine. 
To get a rapid and 
pleasant view of the very heart of Paris, 
aud observe at ease the different quarters, 
is to take a circular ride 


ALONG TH E INNERMOST BOULEVARDS. 
StArting, for instance, from the I’Hce de 
la Concorde through the llue fiiyal and 
passing the P.ace de la Madeleine, a con­ 
tinuous line of the liveliest boulevards 
commences. 
F irst the Boulevards de la 
M adeleine, des Capucins. and des Italiens. 
These are the 
fashionable 
boulevards, 
crossed by equally fashionable streets. 
H ere are those elegant “ cafes,” resplend­ 
ent 
w ith 
luvury. 
Brilliant equipages 
and “ le monde ile g a n t” anim ate these 
thoroughfares. 
Tne next boulevards in 
line are those of M ontm artre, Poissonniere 
and Bonne-Nouvelle. 
Anim ation does not 
relax here, but the aspect is somewhat 
changed. 
There is less luxury but more 
business visible. 
The quarters adjoining 
these boulevards contain some of the best 
Business portions of Paris ; between them 
and 
the 
Iiue de Itivoli, towards the 
Seine, lies the center of high and middle 
commerce. 
N ext in order are the Boule­ 
vards St. Denis, Saint M artin, and Du 
Temple. 
New change of scenery. 
This 
neighborhood resembles an ant-hill and is 
a focus of “ Le P etit Commerce.” 
The 
adjoining “ Q íartier du Temple” 


IS A REGULAR CURIOSITY SHOP, 
"Being filled w ith bric-a-brac stores, old 
furniture, old clothes, and a thousand 
queer articles. 
Following the B ulevards 
1-dies du Calraire and l> aumarchais to the 
Place de la Bastille, one gets into the heart 
of the working quarters of Paris. 
The ad­ 
joining Faubonrg St. Antoine, of notoriety 
in all past revolutions of Paris, is the home 
of the working classes. 
On the Place de 
la Bastille one may ascend the high column 
De Juillet and enjoy a magnificent view 
over 1’aris. 
Taken from here the Boula- 
vard Bourdon, and crossing the river Seine 
on the Pont d'A usterlitz, the second half 
of our circular rou'e begins. 
I t comprises 
the BoHlevarils de 1'Hospital, de Marcel, 
de Port Royal, du M ont Parnassc, des 
Invalides, and term inal, s near the Pont de 
la Concorde, opposite the square of the 
same name, from whence we started. This 
circle may be said t > inclose 


TH E HEART AND L IFE OF PARIS, 
Although it forms only abont one-third of 
the city. 
On the left bank of the river, 
surrounded by the boulevards just named, 
are the .Tardiu des Liantes (zoological aud 
botanical gardens); 
the Halle aux \ ins, 
the largest wine-cellars in the world ; the 
Q uarticr Lai in. where the turbulent world 
of students hold their sway ; 
the Odeon ; 
the Palace and Garden Du Luxembourg 
and the Hotel and Esplanades des Inva­ 
lides. 
The islands of Saint I.Juis and Du 
Palais, lying between the liveliest banks of 
th e river Seine, oiler an aspect of great 
animation. 
T ie latter island is connected 
w ith the right bank by the well-known 
bridges Pout d ’Arcóle, Pont 
de 
Notre 
Dame, Pont »u CnaDge and Pont Neuf. 
On this island, also called “ La C itie,” 
stands the Palais de Justice, 
the Hotel 
Dieu and N otre Dame. Tne most interest­ 
ing part of Paris, however, lies on the 
right bank of the river, and holds the 
H otel de Yille. the Palais du Louvre, Tui- 
leries, Palais Royal, Place Vendóme, Halles 
C entrales, Bourse, etc. 


T H E RUE DE RIVOLT, 
W hich is to Paris w hat the Strand is to 
London or Broadway to New \ ork, runs 
in a straight line through the city, com­ 
mencing not far from the Place de la P-is- 
tille and ending near the Place de la Con­ 
corde, 
According to official inquiry, as 
many as th irty thousand carriages have 
been known to pass and cross this street 
at a certain place in tw enty-four hours. 
This grand thoroughfare passes near the 
palaces named abcvo and other notew ortby 
place8. 
On the Place de la Concorde, re­ 
m arkable for ite obelisk, begin the Champs 
Elysees, which lead, by way of the Arc de 
Triomphe, to the Bois de Boulogne. 
The 
innerm ost portion of th at part of Paris 
w hich has been indicated should be closely 


examined, however, to get an idea of the 
stir and turm oil within. 
I t resembles a 
perfect bee-hive, and contains such Quar- 
tiers as Du M arais, Du 
Temple, 
the 
Bourse, Des Halles, etc. 
Let us enter this 
labyrinth of streets, cross streets, passage! 
and alleys. 
The first thing th at strikes 
oar auditory»nerves is the desfening and 
often diicordant noise produced by

fruit, vegetables, fish, etc., small- 
traders, peddlers, itinerant clock-repairers, 
tinkers, clothes-buyers, 
rat-trap sellers, 
chimney-sweeps, 
boot-black9, 
newsboys, 
etc., which till the air with a hundred un­ 
earthly sounds, resembling a perfect pan­ 
demonium. “ M archand d’habiis, marchand 
d ’habits ! ” (clothes dealer), cries a solemn 
and seedy-looking individual to your right, 
carrying a load of old clothes on his shoul­ 
ders, and holding a rack tided w ith l e t ­ 
tered silk hats in his hand. 
“ Decrotteur, 
decrotteur ! ” sings the man to your left, 
showing his stock-in-trade ready for work 
“ Ramoneur, ram oneur!” bawis a black 
devil from behind, who alm ost upsets you 
in his mad lun. 
His face and every inch 
of his body is ss black as ink, and the soot 
th at covers him, and flies up in the form of 
black dust, shows you 


THE CHIMNEY SWEEP IN ALL HIS GLORY. 
He carries a ladder, an immense broom, 
and other tools of his calling. 
He is a 
dreaded individual in a crowded thorough­ 
fare. as he is always in a hurry and stops 
for nothing. 
Knowing his power of m ak­ 
ing the most elegant and the haughtiest 
get out of his wTay, he turns aside for 
nobody. 
These chimney-sweeps form a 
peculiar feature of Parisian life. 
There 
are large numbers of them , mostly Savoy­ 
ards, speaking a strange brogue only com­ 
prehensible to themselves. 
The vocation 
of euch individuals is unknown in America. 
By means of their ladder, broom and 
scraper they clean the highest chimneys, 
entering them on the ground floor and 
gradually working their way up amidst the 
soot which falls down upon them as they 
proceed. 
They are as lim ber as cats, and 
seem to enjoy all the pleasures of tbeir 
calling. 
A nother feature of Parisian life 
are the 


CHIFFONIERS OP. RAG PICKERS. 
T heir num ber is boundless. 
They carry 
a hottc or basket on their back, and dur­ 
ing the night a lantern. 
All night, sum­ 
mer and w inter, in snow aud rain, their 
lanterns may be seen everywhere, and 
their hooks are busy picking up anything 
short oi stones or earth. 
I t may seem 
strange, bat it is said th at fortunes have 
been made in this 
delectable 
calling. 
N othing is lost in Paris until it becomes 
refuse, and then it has its value as a fer­ 
tilizer. 
In some hotels, restaurants, and 
even private houses, the rem nants of the 
table are assorted and sold by the menial?, 
to be afterw ard served np in some m yste­ 
rious way by cheap traiteurs or eating- 
houses. 
This íb certainly not an inviting 
feature of life in the gay capital ; but we 
should bear in mind th at the same thing is 
done in other great cities of the world. 


HEALTH 
HIM IS . 


Oil of wintergreeu mixed w ith an equal 
quantity of olive oil, when applied exter­ 
nally to inflamed joints affected by acuto 
rheumatism, is m aintained to be, on high 
therapeutic authority, a means of instant 
relief from pain. 
A t any rate, its intro­ 
duction to the sick cham ber is unobjec­ 
tionable, if only for the agreeable odor it 
im parts to the atmosphere. 
A yearly examination of the eyes of 250 
students, from the beginning to the end of 
their college course, showed that ninety 
eases of short-sightedness grew to 120 dur­ 
ing this period, and th at nearly two-thirds 
of the cases increased in degree. 
The facts 
showed, contrary to previous belief, th at 
the defect may originate in one up at least 
to the age of 20. 
More than one-halt of 
all graduates in this country, as well as in 
Europe, are short-sighted.—[Y outh’s Com­ 
panion. 
A death from “ soothing syrup ” having 
lately occurred in Brooklyn, the Coroner's 
jury recommended a law forbidding the 
sale of such medicines, unless as prescribed 
by a physician. 
W e have no doubt th at 
hundreds of deaths have been caused by 
these medicines, most of them not so 
speedily as in this case, so th a t the cause 
was not so apparent. 
These syrups con­ 
sist mainly of laudanum —the last drug 
that should bo adm inistered blindly to an 
infant.—[Exchange. 
A girl having died of diphtheria, her ear­ 
rings were cleansed in an ordinary way and 
given to her little sister, who had been 
purposely kept from contact w ith the 
patient during her sickness. 
In a few days 
the latter was taken 
w ith diphtheria, 
which began in the punctured holes of the 
ear. 
In another case the child had re­ 
mained 
in 
good 
health 
while 
other 
memberB of the family were sick with 
diphtheria. 
But the child had a slight 
wound over which a scab had formed. The 
scab by some accident was brushed from 
the wound, the raw surface imbibed the 
poison, and the child died of the disease. 
Although science has not yet robbed 
consumption of its terrors, the discovery 
of the so-called bacillus of tuberculosis 
has already pointed out to medical men a 
possible means of 
saving the lives of 
many 
patients. 
Speaking 
recent'y 
in 
Paris, Prof. Germaiu See dw elt upon the 
importance of searching for this organ­ 
ism in the m atter expectorated by per­ 
sons having apparently Blight lung trou­ 
bles. 
He regards its presence as an unfail­ 
ing sign of consumption, for the most care­ 
ful research has failed to detect it in other 
lung affections, and as it may be found be­ 
fore the appearance of other symptoms it 
may enable the physician to successfully 
apply treatm ent in the early and curable 
stages of the disease.

V e n t il a t io n 
o f B e d r o o m s.— The ne­ 
cessity, says the Mining and Scientific Pres*, 
for ventilating the bedroom, may be made 
very 
plain by 
a 
simple 
experiment. 
W eigh yourself before going to bed, and 
then again in the morning after risiDg, and 
you will find th at you have lost from one 
to two or more pounds in weight. 
This 
loss is partly in water, but it is also partly 
in the carbon of our food—the butter, oil 
and starch which we ate on the preceding 
day. 
These substances have been buraed 
up, 
and their product carbonized—i. e. 
with some animal m atter has escaped into 
the air 
of 
the 
bedroom. 
Now 
if 
a 
single 
ounce 
of 
cotton 
were 
to 
be 
burned in the bedreom, it 
would fill 
the air w ith 
Bmoke 
so 
as 
to 
make 
respiration uncomfortable, and if this were 
repeated every hour during the night, even 
then it would not pollute the atmosphere 
more than the breath of a single individual 
during the same time. 
If two persons 
sleep in a room they pollute the air twice 
as much as when only one sleeps in the 
same rcom. 
A bout 3,000 gallons of fresh 
air should be adm itted hourly for each 
person sleeping in a bedroom, in order to 
m aintain a proper degree of purity. 
I t is 
not enough to keep the windows open dur­ 
ing the daj time ; they m ust also he kept 
open during the night, or other methods 
equally efficient employed. 


P la n ts in a Su k -r o p m .—The “ super­ 
stition,” as he called it, th at plants are not 
healthful ,in sleeping or sick rooms, was 
vigorously attacked by Dr. J . M. Andrews 
in a recent lecture before the alumni of 
the College of Pharmacy of Philadelphia. 
The dtleterious m atter th at they give 
out, the doctor declared, is too sm all to 
have any appreciable effect, while their 
positive value in a sick room is great. 
They fulfill two functions 
th at of the gen 
eration of ozone and the exhalation of va­ 
por, by which the atmosphere of the room 
is kept in a healthful condition of hum id­ 
ity .—[New York Post.

ENGLISH WINTERS A8 VIEWED BY AN 
/MSRICAN. 


John Buskin on P ague Clouds—Admira­ 
tion for Baker Fasba and Colonel 
Got don—Crime and its Causes. 


L o n d o n , February 9, 18S4. 
The first w inter spent in England in fif­ 
teen years has brought me an experience in 
regard to weather, which, under the cir­ 
cumstances, will be no less tantalizing to 
many of your readers than it has been grat­ 
ifying to my hum ble self. 
I t has been an 
exceptional season to even the natives, 
How exceedingly exceptional it has proven 
to one whose w inters are usually passed in 
one of the American States in which the 
mercury has this year surprised and dis­ 
gusted everybody by several tim es reach- 
iig 20° below zero, can be readily im ­ 
agined. 
W ithin an area of 
100 miles 
around Lm don, we have really, barring 
the bright sunlight, which has been con­ 
spicuous for itsahience, had spring weather 
all w inter long. 
Plowing has gone forward 
in the country w ithout intermission. 
As I 
write the grass is beautifully green, the 
trees and hedges just bursting into bad, 
and overhead, only a little way from town, 
the lark and the thrush are singing as mer­ 
rily as if it were April or May. 
All the 
spring tiowers are to be seen—daisies, pan- 
s'es, primroses, crocuses, violets, snow­ 
drops, marigolds aud many others, both 
wi d and cultured. 


TERRIBLE WINDS AND NO SUNSHINE. 
The tem perature has been ju st low 
enough several nights to make thin ice in 
exposed placrs, b at during the day it has 
rarely gone below 40 , has often been as 
high as 50°, and has averaged for two 
months about 45°. 
Tnus, of cold w eather 
we have had absolutely none. 
N everthe­ 
less the Beason can hardly he called a pleas­ 
ant one, for the wind has blown alm oit a 
gale w ith exasperating frequency, and if 
we have had no cold, neither, on tile other 
hand, have we had any sun to speak of. 
Old Sol has peeped a t us an average of 
about once a week, and then only for an 
houi or so, while there have been times 
when not eveD his outline has been visible 
for a whole fortnight. 
The settled gloom 
pervading this metropolis has been enough 
to send sensitive people to the mad-house. 
T hat it has sent not a few despondent 
creatures to seek relief from their cheerless 
life in the bottom of the Taames, íb beyond 
question. 
And London has fared little 
worse than the rest of the country. Clouds 
and gloom have been the order everywhere 
in these isles. 
This, however, is not pe­ 
culiar to the present Beason, as the “ leaden 
skies” of G reat Britian arc proverbial. 


JOHN RUSKIN SPEAKS OF PLAGUE CLOUDS. 
The em inent art critic, John Ruskin, 
speaking a t the London Institution on 
Monday, drew attention to the cloud phe­ 
nomena, and spoke of them as “ plague- 
clouds.” 
In 
olden 
timeB, 
when the 
w eather was fine, he said, it was beauti­ 
fully fine, and when it was bad it was 
abominably bad, and then there was an 
end of it. 
Now, however, they had these 
plague clouds for months w ithout inter­ 
mission. 
H is 
first 
experience of 
the 
plague-cloud was in 1871, when walking 
from ( fxford to Abingdon, and he then de­ 
scribed it as appearing to be composed of 
dead men’s souls, blown hither and thither 
as if doubting which was the fittest place 
for them. 
If bis hearers wanted to know 
w hat the sun looked like in one of these 
plague-clouds they had only, he said, to 
throw a bad half-crown into a basin of 
soapy w ater. 
If asked 


THE MEANING OF THESE VENOMOUS CLOUDS. 
He could tell them more th at would ac­ 
cord w ith their modern belief, but he could 
tell them w hat meaning Buch phenomena 
would have borne to the ancients. 
For 
the last tw enty years, he w ent on to say, 
England, and all foreign nations, either 
tem pting or following her, had blasphemed 
the name of the Deity dehbeiately and 
openly, and every man, by the advice of 
his superior, had done as much injustice to 
his brother as it was in his power to do. 
The seers of old predicted physical gloom 
as one of the consequences of national sin, 
and they bad had so much physical gloom 
the last few years t ;iat it had been said 
th at England was no longer the Em pire on 
which tne sun never sec, but had become 
oae on which the sun never rose. 
The em­ 
inent lecturer then w ent on to Buggest a 
remedy, saying that, w hether they could 
bring hick the sun or not, they could as­ 
suredly bring back tbeir own cheerfulness, 
their own honesty and their own tranquil­ 
lity of mind ; and, the paths cf rectitude 
once reeumed, who Bhould say, he added, 
th at the promise of old tim e would not 
hold good, and the windows of heaven be 
again opened to them ? 


ADMIRATION FOR BAKER PASHA. 
Speaking of clouds reminds me of the 
condition under which Parliam ent opened. 
Ju st as the address to the Throne was 
about to be moved, the terrible tidings 
from Egypt reached ns. 
Baker Pasha, 
the defeated General, is a gteat favorita 
w ith the English people. 
Your readers 
will not have forgotten the disgraceful 
circumstances under which he lost his 
commission in the English army. 
I t was 
for an indecent assault upon an unpro­ 
tected female in a railway carriage. 
B ut 
th at was some years ago, and his brilliant 
services since under the Turkish 
and 
Egyptian Governments, coupled w ith the 
distinguished position he occupied prior to 
his fall as the best cavalry officer in the 
British forces, have sufficed to almost en­ 
tirely eradicate this Btain, so th at he is now 
where he was in popular estsem, if indeed 
the rebound of feeling in his favor has not 
placed him in a higher uiche. 
No one 
doubts bis courage or his great skill in 
command. 
His crashing defeat was ob­ 
viously due to the 
cowardice of 
the 
w retjhed herd, disgracing the name of 
soldiers, whom he led into the field, but it 
has a greater significance than th at of 
Hicks Pasha, for it is felt th at if Baker 
can do notiiing with the Egyptian army 
the case is hopeless. 
The M inistry feel 
the blow keenly. 
No wonder Gladstone 
was pale and subdued when he etood a t the 
table of the House and read the dispatch 
relating to this 
event. 
The Egyptian 
complication b ided no good to the Gov­ 
ernm ent even as m atters stood previously, 
and this last development, many think, 
has sounded its death-knell, 


SOMETHING OF COLONEL GORDON. 
All eyes turn now tow ard Colonel Gor­ 
don. 
Should he, too, be overtaken by dis­ 
aster, the country would be wild. Gordon, 
by the way, is an intensely religious man. 
Before departing on this mission, he wrote 
to a friend : “ I go alone, witti an Infinite, 
Alm ighty God to direct and guide me, ana 
am glad to so tru st Him as to fear nothing, 
and indeed to feel sure of Buccess.” 
To 
undertake single-handed the subjugation of 
a lot of bloodthirsty fanatics, who have 
but recently cut two large armies to pieces, 
is a hazirdous enterprise, and looks very 
much like 
tem pting 
Providence ; 
but 
“ nothing venture, nothing w in,” is a very 
true proverb, and certainly if Colonel Gor­ 
don wins he will not only be exalted to the 
position of a world's hero, but will stand 
a good chance of being cauonizid as the fa­ 
vorite son of the churches. 


DISPENSING JUSTICE TO MURDERERS. 
Scarcely less exciting than the leta Parlia­ 
m entary struggle is th at which is going on 
in the law Courts of this great city. 
M ur­ 
der cases are very lrequent, and juries 
rarely fail to convict, 
I have noticed lat- 
l-rly , however, th at they often accompany 
their verdict of guilty with a recommenda­ 
tion of mercy, and in such cases the death 
sentence is almost invariably commuted. 
Even in England only about 50 per cent, of 
those sentenced to death are hanged. 
Tne 
English Judge who dons the black cap the 
most frequently is Justice Hawkins, a cold­ 
blooded fellow who seems to have been 
specially cut out by nature for this dread. 


ful business, 
R ecently this Judge has had 
before him a num ber of wife-murderers, all 
of whom appeared from the evidence to 
have been goaded to desperation by the 
drunken and dissolute habits of their bet­ 
te r halves. 
In summing np a case in 
which the man was charged only with a t­ 
tem pt to m urder, Justice Hawkius gave 
utterance to some rem arks which, as they 
express the 


OPINION OF AN 
EXPERT 
On a very im portant subject, will no doubt 
be as interesting on your side as they have 
proven to be on this. 
The Judge observed 
th a t these cases in which the husband had 
been driven almost to desperation by the 
misconduct of his wife were painfully frr.

ENFORCING MORE STRINGENT REGULATIONS 
Upon those who supplied driuk to the 
w orking classes ; or tnat, if necessary, the 
police should have the power to keep a 
watch over such places, and prevent women 
from squandering their husbands’ money in 
drink, and husbauds from doing the same 
thing to the detrim ent of their wives and 
families. 
Apropos of this subject, a Cor­ 
oner in the north of England has an­ 
nounced th at out of 253 inquests in one 
year in a m anufacturing town, 02 were on 
children under a year, who died through 
the absence of tbeir mothers at drinking 
saloons. 
The lowest death-rate, he said, 
was on Fridays, when the wages were 
spent, and the highest on Sunday, in conse­ 
quence of S aturdays drunkenness. 
Thus 
there is plenty of work over here for the 
tem perance people to do. 


SEVERE REFLECTION UPON SONS OF ERIN. 
To deliver themselves of little speeches 
on general topics in presenting and sum ­ 
ming up cases, is quite a weakness w ith 
English Judges, aud the observations made 
are not always as seasonable as those of 
Justice Haw kins, nor as discreet. 
W nat 
my fellow citizens of Irish descent will do 
to Justice B utt when they read w hat he 
said this week at the Liverpool Assizes, I 
cannot tell, but I am sure they will feel 
like m aking him the Butt of something, if 
it be only of a few uncomplimentary re­ 
marks. 
In charging the good jury, this 
rash dispenser of the law’s penalties said 
he could not help being struck with the 
fact th at a great num ber of prisoners 
charged w ith crimes of ferocious violence 
bore Irish names. 
W hen he sat in the 
H ouse of Commons, opposite the 
H >me 
R ule party, scarcely a night passed during 
th e discussion of events in Ireland in 
which they were not solemnly assured by 
some of the members of th at party th a t tbe 
Irish were the most peaceable and law- 
abiding race in the 
world, 
W hatever 
m ight be the case in their own country, it 
was 
said 
th a t 
when 
removed 
from 
the 
sphere 
of 
agricultural 
agita­ 
tion 
they 
were 
respectable 
and 
well-behaved people. 
That, he said, was 
not consistent w ith his exp-rience and ob­ 
servation on both sides of the Atlantic, 
The present calendar was a singular com­ 
m entary on such a homily as that.

doubt the Irish population in Liverpool 
was large, but the num ber of prisoners 
bearing Irish names was out of all propor­ 
tion.

SCIENTIFIC 
NOTES. 


W ater used in wool washing yitlvls 4.50 
per cent, of very dry potassium, which 
can be recovered, says M. D elattre, at a 
considerable profit. 
Yellow fever is said to be propagated by 
the sting of the mosquito, on the authority 
of Dr. Carlos Finlay, of Havana, who has 
seen under the microscope spores and fila­ 
m ents of a particular nature on the sting 
of one of theBe insects that had just bitten 
a patient suffering from yellow fever. 
As communicated to the Academy of 
Sciences, 1’aris, by Erington de la Criix, 
the grand earthquake wave of August 
27 th, the effect of the memorable Krakatoa 
catastrophe, seems to have been propagated 
across the Indian Ocean at the prodigious 
speed of not less than 250 miles per sec­ 
ond, or 2,000 kilometers per hour. 
Tests of the electric light on board tbe 
German ironclad squadron, says the New 
Y ork Times, disposes of the idea that tbe 
new illum inant is any protection against 
the attacks of torpedo boats. 
These min­ 
iature marine warriors not only could ap­ 
proach quite unperceived the huge fort­ 
resses afloat, but the ray of the electric arc 
served as a guide to the aim of the t irpedo- 
bearing craft. 
General Berdan is said to have invented 
a new fuse for shell projectiles, which can­ 
not fail to effect explosion at tfce right 
moment. 
The principle involved consistí 
in utilizing the rotary motion of the pro­ 
jectile to ignite a fuse after the former has 
made a certain num ber of revolutions. 
The rifling of the gun determines the space 
passed over in each revolution, thus per­ 
m itting the adjustm ent. 
In 18S1 the International Polar Confer­ 
ence was organized in St. Petersburg, and 
planned the scientific expeditions which 
were sent by various Governments to four­ 
teen points w ithin or near the Arctic Cir­ 
cle. 
Thee expeditions were to make me­ 
teorological and other observations during 
th e year ending w ith August, 1883. 
A 
m eeting of the conference is to be held at 
Vienna in May of the present year to re­ 
ceive reports of the work done by the ob­ 
servers. 
The pulse-beats of a criminal during exe­ 
cution by hanging have been recorded. 
A fter the rope was adjusted tbe pulse-rate 
was 121; immediately after the drop it 
fell to 54, 52, 39, 20, aud t i 0 in the fifth 
m inute ; bnt in the sixth m inute it rose to 
70, then to 73 ; eighth minute, 0 ; ninth, 
34 ; after this no pulse was perceptible in 
the arteries, but the heart beat tw o or 
three times between the ninth and nine­ 
teenth minufes, and once in the nineteenth 
m inute. 
The death was from strangula­ 
tion, the neck not being dislocated. 
A process of producing artificial marble, 
and rendering it fire-procf and water-proof, 
has been patented by Richard Guelton, of 
Brighton, Eng. 
Toe fabrication is made 
by means of cements, gypsum or alum, ap­ 
plied to polished surfaces or placed in 
molds, fibers being applied to the surface 
to form tbe veins. 
An enamel is obtained 
by Dying on one or more coats cf varnish, 
exposing the aiticle to heat alt»r each coat, 
and by polishing the varnished surface 
w ith pumice stone and fina'ly w ith tripoli.

A SUiGULaR EX i'KA SESSION SITUATION. 


“ IS ODR CIVILIZATION PERISHABLE?” 
TO WHAT EXTENT PERNICIOUS LITEK- 
ATUP.E 13 RESPONSIBLE FOR AN AN­ 
SWER. 
________ 
Judge Jameson, in the Nvrlh American 
fievkw, asks a question that has very often 
been propounded—“ Is our civilization 
perishable J” Abstractly it may be replied 
that any form of civilization is perishable ; 
that as its forms have been obliterated, so 
they may be again. But such reply would 
not be true of the civilizing elements. 
Judge Jameson, however, casts the horo­ 
scope of our system by reasoning upon 
what we know of existing civilization, 
since he holds that it cannot be assumed 
that a civilization having the elements of 
vitality dieeernable iu ours ever before 
existed, because those involved in any pre­ 
vious one are not precisely known, Though 
this is debatable ground, and we do not 
admit the exception to be at all well takeD, 
since the elements of truth are non de- 
structahle, and always active and repro­ 
ductive, we pass it to ascertain exactly 
w hat the reply of the essayist is to his own 
inquiry. 
Convulsions of nature might work phys­ 
ical changes that would blot out our civili. 
ration, but this is mere speculation, and wc 
do not conceive that the scholarly w riter 
has protitably occupied several pages in 
conjectures as to what may result by a re­ 
currence of the age of ice, or the deluging 
of the globe with water, or a harvesting of 
men and their works by an enveloping 
wave of tire. These cósmica: speculations 
are more curious than profitable. W hat 
moral causes threaten our civilization ? 
The Judge replies, “ Current literature of 
principles hostile to the lite of society," 
an answer that is simply open to no repli­ 
cation. It states the case, marshals the 
proof and closet the debate. The moral 
chaiactor corrupted, the civilization pro­ 
ducing forces eaten away, there m ust come 
decay of systems, though, as at the outset 
we held, there must remain the indestruct- 
able germs of truth from which shall spring 
new forms of civilization. 
“ The moral causes threatening civiliza­ 
tion are such as tend to undermine the 
principles essential to its permanence," 
and these are “ the principles of morality,” 
and so he joins in the warning cry of 
M atthew Arnold against the destructive 
tendency of French imaginative literature. 
Its impurity is reflected in our pernicious 
literature against which we have so fre­ 
quently inveighed ; the progress of the pro­ 
ductions of Zola are the stimulants to such 
vile publications as contaminate our youth, 
and offend the gaze of oar daughters upon 
the streets, and the whole tendency of 
which is to produce moral paralysis. 
As this literature must, to some extent, 
reflect the motiva principles of a society 
that produces and tolerates it, we are 
driven to the conclusion that a cancer 
is at 
the core, and that the koife 
alone can remove it. “ The vice iu the 
French novel consists in its perverted 
views of the sexual relations. This shows 
a proclivity to sensual indulgence, uncon­ 
sciously treated as normal and harmless, 
which can coexist only with obtuseneaa of 
the moral sense.” 
But the Judge should have added that 
in this country mental obliquity and moral 
strabismus are being stimulated by a 
class of publications that directly, not in­ 
directly, assail the most sacred relations 
between men and women ; that inflame 
the passions by half revealment : that 
stimulate the biser part by appeals to all 
that is gross and anim al; and last, but by 


The propositions to amend the Constitu­ 
tion are confessions of error in its adop­ 
tion. If the proposed amendments are 
presented and adopted, the majority of the 
people will admit that the scheme of the 
new Constitution has failed of the promise 
its advocates claimed for it. But the new 
Constitution was the outcome of a Con­ 
vention of the people chosen to that single 
task. It is now proposed in the heat of a 
political campaign, under the influence of 
partiean passion, and at the instigation of 
prejudices of the most mcribd character, to 
practically reconstruct the organic instru­ 
ment. 
The Kecord-Usiox, it will be remem­ 
bered, opposed the adoption of the new 
Constitution. It found some good in it, 
but more of evil. It believed its general 
scheme to be grounded in error, and its 
methods to bj irrational. We did the best 
that in us lay to prevent its adoption, be 
cause we believed it would not conserve 
the best interests of the people of Califor­ 
nia. We certainly have had no reason to 
regret the position then taken. Every ma­ 
terial objection raised to the document has 
been sustained on actual trial. 
The men who now propose a revision are 
not the same who erected the Constitution 
—they are far less representative. They 
represent a party, or rather the wing of the 
Democratic party, and that wing the nos- 
vicions element in the party, since it is 
just genteel and intelligent enough to 
give an air of respectability to its 
low-born and wholly selfish scheming. 
The Court tutional Convention, compared 
to this element, was a grandly representa­ 
tive and statesman! ke body, yet its ma­ 
jority was not saved from wrongheaded­ 
ness by the group of brilliant and talented 
conservatives who gave whatever of digni­ 
ty the body had, and secured to it what­ 
ever of distinction it enjoyed. W e are 
now about to turn backward, and patch up 
or undo the work of that Convention. Is 
is easy to forecast the resu lt; it will be a 
piling of error upon error ; instead of re­ 
turn to reason, we will probably be asked 
to go back to abandoned and exploded sys­ 
tems, or to enter upon new and doubtful 
experiments to crush out enterprise and 
drive investment from our shores. 
The great difficulties experienced in all 
these considerations is that of meeting the 
cry of the demagogues. Sensible people 
know perfectly well that to reason with 
this class is to throw pearls before swine. 
If the press should venture to suggest error 
in any proposition advanced by them, their 
reply is assault upon motive, and their de­ 
fense the one worn cry under which such 
wrongs have for all time been committed, 
and such monstrous outrages upon human 
rights for all time perpetrated—“ the peo­ 
ple, the demand of the people.” 
The 
demagogue and the political rascal invaria­ 
bly shield themselves behind “ the peo­ 
ple.” They uniformly claim the exclusive 
right to voice the will of “ the people.” 
It will therefore he veiy difficult, in­ 
deed, during the sitting of the coming 
extra session, to discuss intelligently the 
questions of political economy that are to 
come before it. So toon as any logical de­ 
bate is entered upon “ mud ” will be 
thrown, motives impugned, characters as­ 
persed, epithets hurled, and the sacred 
name of “ the people” be taken in vain. 
We are quite inclined to the belief that it 
is best to let these fanatical partisans 
have plenty of rope, for 
they 
will 
surely hang themselves ; that it will be 
wisest to refrain from pointing out the 
errors they are certain to m ake; to patiently 
submit to the infliction of the Democratic 
farce until wearied patience shall ring 
down the curtain. 
To discuss their 
schemes with them will be but to assist 
them to the accomplishment of their ne­ 
farious designs in more cunningly devising 
their assaults upon the truth. When they 
shall have submitted their plans to the 
people, we will then have a jury worthy of 
address. In the forum of the State the 
discussion of the wisdom or folly of the 
partisan caucus at the Capitol, will be in 
order. 
But evep to this suggestion there is 
grave objection, since the unconscionable 
agencies that bring about the extra session 
are fully aware that there is no restraint 
placed upon the Legislature as to the limit 
of time in which the proposed amendments 
may be submitted, for it is a fact, which 
historians of the future will record with 
amazement, that this people of the 
sovereign State of California so far sur­ 
rendered their liberties to a legislative 
body of small proportions, and liable to be 
the (Uve of party and passion, as to give 
to that body the absolute right to say 
within what time a constitutional amend­ 
ment must be voted upon. That is to say, 
a legislative suggestion to amend the 
fundamental law may be passed and signed 
on Monday and there in no power to prevent 
the same authority declaring that the peo­ 
ple shall vote upon the proposition on Tues­ 
day. Tnis is au extreme statement, it is 
true, but a strictly legal one, since the 
Constitution provides that amendments 
shall be votod upon in such manner, at 
such time and after such publication as 
the Legislature deems expedient. It will 
be thus seen that unless wisdom shall 
bring about an amendment of the amend­ 
ing clause of the Constitution this people 
is at the mercy of any set of demagogues 
that may be able to debauch a Legislature. 


was such precipitation, and conjunctively 
along tributaries, as to fully account for 
the rise. 
But tbiB rapid ascendancy, of course, 
was due to rainfall and melting snow, and 
it was, after all, only apparent high water. 
That is to Bay, the volume of the water in 
the river was not so greatly excessive when 
com oared to the volume of water of former 
years that gave no higher flood line. What, 
then, could be the cause ? There would 
appear to be two, thinkable ; first, that 
discharge into and by tributaries is freer 
and speedier than before, caused by a 
number of factors, chief among which is 
timber denudation of the watersheds 
and secondly, the filling up of the river 
bed. 
There must of course have come a time 
when these causes would be noticeable 
with some suddenness, ahhough they have 
long been growing, because in all processes 
there is first an approach to culmination, 
and then actual culm inaron. The river 
procese and the watershed process are uot 
new to us, but this year they make them 
selves manifest more prominently. 
It makes no sort of difference to 
people living aloDg the streams, for the 
phenomena say to them : “ W ith but 12 
or 13 inches rain, under the new condition 
of things, you shall hereafter have as high 
water as formerly you had with 19 and 20 
inches of precipitation.” And this is fact. 
W bat, then, are the lessons we draw from 
it? Two, First—We must do all that 
may be done to augment the restorative, 
capacity of the river, and build defenses 
against its threat of encroachment. Sec­ 
ond—We must do all that a wise people 
should do to stop, not only the shaving of 
the catchment area to baldness, but the 
robbing of the river of any degres of vigor' 
to scour and deepen hy the diversion of its 
waters through artificial openings in its 
hanks. And these two subjects may very 
well engage the profound attention of the 
people of the Sacramento valley for a num­ 
ber of years to come, and the sooner they 
are seriously entered upon the better. 


THE 
TAHOE 
FORESTRY 
COMMISSION. 
The “ Lake Bigler Forestry Commission ” 
has issued a letter to the people asking for 
information as to the effect the partial de­ 
struction of forests in California has had 
ill upon the distribution of rainfall in this 
State ; (2) the amouut of rainfall ; (3) the 
permanency of springs ; (4) the area of 
snow-covered land; (5) the melting of 
snow ; (fi) the amou it of water in rivers 
and creeks ; (7) the comparative frequency 
of floods : (S) the value or productiveness 
of cultivated lands. The Commission de­ 
sires tue personal testimony of all citizens 
who have had opportunities for observation 
in this regard, and solicit replies to he sent 
to its Secretary, E. W. Townsend, 12 Ne­ 
vada block, San Francisco. 
Tne appointment of the Commission was 
the first step taken by this State in the di­ 
rection of forest preservation. It was the 
only concession the last Legislature would 
make to those who urged upon that body 
action in the m atter of forestry. It is a 
very small beginning, but better than none. 
The scope of the work of the Commission 
is confined to the watershed supplying 
Lake Tahoe, but we feel greatly encouraged 
by the broad field of inquiry the Commis­ 
sioners have evolved. 
It is true that no inquiry relative to the 
catchment area of so great a body of water 
as Lake Tahoe can be pursued without go­ 
ing largely over the whole question of for. 
est 
destruction 
on 
both 
slopes of 
the 
Sierras, and 
the 
effect 
upon 
all the mountain streams, From this 
Commission, therefore, may emanate a re­ 
port of the most vital importance to this 
State. AU the physical features in the 
Tahoe area are repeated in our mountain 
and headwater systeme from one end of the 
Slate to the other, and therefore the work 
of the Commission, If thoroughly done, 
will relate, by indirection at least, to the 
entire water-shed of the State. 
It will be observed that the Commission­ 
ers do not limit the information they de­ 
sire to observations in the Tahoe region, 
but open the door for testimony regarding 
the effects of forest spoliation In the entire 
State. And we are safe to assume that 
they will quite as gladly welcome testi­ 
mony throwing light upon the subject, no 
m atter what the locality of observation. 
W ith this comprehensiveness of work in 
view, the body should secure the testimony 
taken in the State of New York that has 
so aroused the people there to the neces­ 
sity of protecting navigable streams by the 
sequestration to public uses and the state 
of nature, of the whole Adirondack forest 
region.

the bill to submit the prohibition question 
to a vote of the people failed to pass the 
Legislature. Of the sixty-one votes cast 
for it in the Assembly, fifty-three were 
cast by Republicans—a fact which our pro­ 
hibition friends, who appear to delight in 
assailing the Republican party, should 
ponder uoon. Eight Democrats against 
and fifty-three Republicans in favor, in the 
New York Legislature, of giving the 
people the opportunity to vote upon a 
measure of importance, and yet the Re­ 
publican party is assaulted by the very 
men who should cling to it and give it their 
moral and active support. Since the failure 
of the bill, however, a second one has been 
put forward which calls for high license,

A PRACTICAL REVIEW, 
What was Sworn to In the Gold Run Case 
—The Whole Levee Debate Reviewed and 
Analyzed by a Practical Man. 
Eds. Record-ünion : I have carefully fol­ 
lowed this levee debate. I have sifted all 
the testimony, read all sides, and made up 
my mind as to the facts, and having all my 
life acted in that way relative to all public 
matters, permit roe to call my fellow-citizens 
attention to the present result. 
At the beginning of the discussion the op­ 
ponents of the measure denied “ the necessi­ 
ty ” as a whole. I take it that is proven by 
the surveys and opinions of experts. But 
the opponents specifically denied the necessi­ 
ty of work being done anywhere on the north 
levee, because of its great elevation above 
high water ; now they condemn the specifica­ 
tions presented by the Board of Trustees be­ 
came no provision is made for raising it still 
Irgh-ir, saying that the proper way to 
strengthen it is by bightening it ; they would 
make it as thin as a board, no matter what 
its hight; with them its base and slopes 
count for nothing. 
AFTER RANTING ABOUND 
About no provision being made for raising 
the levee, they silently ignore the low swale 
beyond Brighton Junction, where it is neces­ 
sary to raise the levee, and where it is pro­ 
posed to do so, and where there is actual dan­ 
ger of the fi >od water entering the city in 
case cf higher water than in 1881, and which 
would occur in 1884 if we get equal rainfall 
with Los Angeles. Tney know full well that 
it would do so, not having dared to accept 
Mr. Bassett’s challenge to establish the con­ 
trary at his expense. And yet, after failing 
to come to time on the challenge, they pro­ 
ceed to talk as though the test had been 
made, and the decision had been in their fa­ 
vor. 
Sublimity of cheek ! Do they not 
know that in the G'-ld R in trial, where I 
frequently attended, George CadvxUader called 
asa witness this same Air. Bassett, and m&iie 
a point by Mr. Bassett th-ie testifying, un­ 
der oath, to the same condition of affairs at 
the Brighton swale as he stated in the report 
printed by you ? If Bassett swore to a lie, 
he should t>e indicted for perjury. I take it 
that he told the truth, because he swore to it, 
because Cadwalader brought it out, and be­ 
cause Bassett has a challenge up to prove it 
by re-furvey. 
Certainly Bassett, when on 
the stand two years ago, could not have had 
in view the frightening the people, 
THE FRONT STREET LEVEE. 
But let me lo««k at tin course of the oppo­ 
nents as to Front street. (I p.ss with but a 
word as btneath consideration the idea lhat 
the railroad shops are outride the need of 
leveo protection, or that the Trustees are such 
fools as to do work on the Sixth-s'-reet grade.) 
The opponents iu the start wire sure the 
front levee was nowhere less than 3.y feet 
above high water. When challenged by the 
engineer to prove thi truth of their asser­ 
tions, they completely swallow ttemselves by 
accepting his figures, but persisted in m*in- 
taming that it is a splendid levee ocn then. 
When Engineers Pierson and Bassett report 
the hight of certain notoriously low points 
along Front street, they solemnly assort that 
they have measured a “ rut,” ora “ depres­ 
sion, at the foot of the levee, and intimate 
that becau?9 cert tin improvements, as the 
water wcxks and railroad shi ps are outside of 
the line of the levees cf many years ego, 
therefore 
THEY SHOULD BE ABANDONED 
To overt! iw. At last, when confronted with 
the unwritten testimony of their own infallible 
witness. vVilliaui Knox, and his assertions a? 
to tne danger the citv would be in from a 
ff »od like that of 1862, they adroitly turn 
themselves inside out, and claim the reward 
for having pointed it out, and condemn every­ 
one who fails to agree with them. They 
assail the Citizens’ Association and City En­ 
gineer for faiii; g to add to the estimate the 
cost of such work as they 
THEMSELVES DECLARED UNNECESSARY 
A few days previously, and where they fig­ 
ured out a splendid levee, even at the en­ 
gineer’s figures. They are mad at the er- 
gineer f)r not turning everything up fide 
down on Front street on his own reponsi- 
bili'v. 
They 
think 
that 
somehow 
he enou’d have made a shrewd guess 
as to how much it would cost to raise the 
railroad track*, the freight depot? and steam­ 
boat landing»; how much it would cost to re­ 
pave the street throughout its entire length, 
and how much it w ¿uid cost to raise the 
stores, warehouses and other buildings to a 
higher grade. They think that he should 
have borrowed some of their cheek, and as­ 
sumed the position of arbitrator, decide how 
much of the cost of the work should be borre 
by the property owner?, how much by the 
railroad company and how much by the city. 
They know full well that nearly if not quite 
all the work named above would have to be 
done, and yet accuse the City Eugioe?r of 
the most unexampled inconsistency they ever 
heard of because he does not assume all the 
functions of government and proceed to do 
the whole business himself. 
LASTLY. 
Mv judgment is th it the case of “ neces­ 
sity ” is proven, and that the §28,000 should 
bs voted. That, ae I read the law, it must 
be used in the direction of the plan? adver­ 
tised, but the §12,500 is to be used under the 
general powers of the Trustees a? Leveo Com­ 
missioners, and where moat needed, if greater 
need is shown than the plans published of­ 
ficially call for. As to the wisdom of thi* 
expenditure, permit one word: Suppose I 
owned all this plat where Sacramento stands, 
and it was one farm and worth §16,000,000, 
and thpre was any douht about its ae urity, 
would I or any sensible man hesitate to expend 
$28,000 at once to secure it and toinc<*eate its 
selling value ? “ I reckon not.”

CHIEF ENGINEER’S REP;RT. 
Following is the main portion of the an­ 
nual report ct the Chief Eogineer of the 
Fire Department, C. Sullivan: 
To the Honorable Board of Fire Commissioners of 
the City of Sacramento- Gentlemen : According to 
the rule adopted by your honorable bodv, 1 have the 
honor to submit to you the eleventh annual report 
of the Sacramtnto Paid Fire Department, with a re­ 
port of all tires and alarms o curnng during the 
year, including the amount of insurance, insurance 
prid and .osee*. In addition to the annud report, 1 
present to you tabulated statements of fire? and 
alarms, showing their causes, since the organization 
of the department, with Kieses and insurance on the 
fame. The table 1 furnish in addition for the past 
Wm years I take from the records kept by my pre­ 
decessors, and some of them are not as c tnplete as 
I w ou'd w i*h them to be. It is as complete a record 
as :an be furnished at the present time. 
The B«.rry swinging harness ha» been int otluced 
with satis'actory rtsuits into the department. It s 
a great reti f to the horse», owing to their uot hav­ 
ing to wear their harm s? night and day. 
lhe upper sfcorv of the hook and ladder house ha? 
been leased to Weinst >ck A Lubtn for a u roi of .-iv 
years, at a monthly ren*al of $25, the departtm ut 
having no use for it, excepting bv two ur three 
members who slept there. It is inore convente».t at 
presen* ; they sleep down stsir», in the re»r of the 
stable, which doe» away with running down stairs, 
and the men are less liable to acei lent» ooeurnug. 
Iu mv opinion, thy lower doors of all the engine 
houses should be constructed Urge enough so that 
all permanent men cac sleep down «tur». 1 have 
received the different amounts from Weinstoek x 
Lubin, paid the sime to the City Audit r, and hold 
hi? receipt for the payments. There was a new r<> f 
built on the hook and ladder house, with the under­ 
standing that they (Weiustock & Lubin) build and 
repair, which they did in tbe neatest m ann.r pos­ 
sible. When the members of the department re 
ceived their uniforms, Wtinstock Lub n presented 
tbe membvrs with a medal of merit, to be presented 
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S acramento, March 7 ,1881, 
To the P eople of S acramento : I have 
for days remained silent under the assaults 
of the Bee, because I have repeatedly denied 
its charges made against me.

The ul- 
easiness creat* d t y the knowledge that one 
more graves bad been robbed, caused very 
many citizens whose friends had been buried 
recently to vieit the cemeteries and inspect 
the grave?, and many rumors—all without 
fouadation—were afloat, to the effect that 
gravea had been discovered to be violated. 
Offi er Jackson aid Health Officer Ferral 
yesterday examined the grave in the City 
Cemetery in which a Christian Chinawoman 
was recently inferred, there beitg a belief 
ihat it had been robbed, but the body was 
fo u n d in th e c o ffin . 
Yesterday afternoon Ferral and two trusties 
from the citv prison made a careful examina­ 
tion of trie chemical work? premia??, and 
found in one corner a basket containing a 
quantity of human bones ; but they were all 
«•id, having been denuded of fl ?b for a long 
’ime, perhaps year?. Under the Health Offi­ 
cer’? direction tne place w as tin r uigh’y 
cleansed. A large crowd collected while the 
search was being made, and the report ?oon 
s read that evidence had been found showing 
that grav;-robberies had been carried on by 
young Gardner for a loDg time. So far. 
to the member making the beat r e c o r d or perform- j however, it m ay be observed, nothing has 
in¿ Boma heroi ’ act during the year. It seems to 
h' vea good iff et on tlue members. There arc 
several who art* laboring to secure the medal, who 
are prompt in responding to alarms and fire-*, re­ 
ceiving creuit? whenever ?ucee»»fu’, and I extend 
to Messrs. Weiastock A Lubin the thanks of the 
members of th j depaitrueut for their kimlr.e?» 
They also tendered the members of the fire depart­ 
ment i nanqutt. 
Wj have been fre-* from accidents of any serious 
nature during the year to members of the I)« put- 
meat, with the exception of Heury Bock rath, who, 
while driving Hose No. 2, i:» reminding to an alarm 
from box 31, September 6th, wa? thrown from the 
cart at ih • corner of Tenth and K street», tu t was 
not injured beyond a L-w slight biuises and laid up 
for about two weeks. 
L. Drew, fir man «f X «. 1’» 
engine, while responding to au alarm of fire from 
box 43, October6<h, ran against a scantling, bad oue 
of hi» legs iujurtd, and was disabled fsi about two 
weeks. 
The only fire of any serious nature that occurred 
during the year was the one. that started in the 
rear of the Campi Restaurant, in the building known 
as Grand Army Kali, on the morning of April 20th. 
at 12:05 a m 
About the tune the fire was under 
control the wt st wall of Grand A-my 11 all fell on 
the one-story buioling of Mrs. llermoaillo, burying 
some ten nr twelve person» who happened to be in 
the building at the time, killing five estimable citi­ 
zens. 'i he raembtr» of the fire department, with 
the aid of the police force and citizers, labored un­ 
til the living ami dead were extricated from lhe 
ruins of both buildings. Tbe moai s ««f the living 
were terrible to bear, as they wen* farteued in be­ 
tween the timbers and were unable to extricate 
themselves until a»»i»'ed by other». 
1 am glad the citizens to«*k tbe matter in hand of 
establishing an engine-house in the eastern portion 
t i the city. I have been recommending it year 
after year, until at la»t the City Trustees have let 
the contract t » buiid a building one story high, 
with towf r complete for drying hose. I 
sati !h d 
that it will be a g od protection to the eastern por­ 
tion of the citv, and the people i*» the lower part of 
the town wid also feel more 6ecure. No 1 engine, 
ia all probability, will uot be allowed to go bey on p 
Tenth street, unless on occasion of large fire?. The 
new louse wili he large enough to place an eng’ne 
there at any time the Trustees deem it necessary. 
At present tbe four-wfceeltal carriage will be located 
iu it, with t«o hors s and two permanent men, 
which, ia all probability, wi 1 comprise the company 
located in that pjrt of the city. 
1 received a gong and indie «tor combined, which 
was ordered by the B'artl of Tru-tee» f«»r the wafer 
works, which, i i my opinion, i? one of the best con­ 
trivances that has ever been gotten up in regard t«» 
recording and striking alarms It records the num­ 
ber in plain figure» in front of the go g, on t*-p. It 
is gotten up plainly, simple and durable, and nut 
liible to get out of repair. 1 would recommend 
them f«»r ail the engine houses whenever the m an? 
ot the city permit purchasing them. Henry Bock- 
rath, fireman of Engine No. 2. ha? ¿ot up a slate, or 
blackboard, which works very well. He has also in­ 
vented a eitch fir the lungers on the swinging har- 
nefs, which is far »uperior to the old catch that was 
attached to the harneES when they were placed in 
use in the department. 
I would recommend the passage of an ordinance 
regulating buildings, and the appointment of a 
Building inspector, to ii quire into the construction 
of all building?, and wi n power to condemn all 
building? aud porches considered dangerous to the 
public. Tnere was an ordinance framed at the time 
of the ex'Ittm ent when Grand Army Hall fell, t ut 
1 believe it was never parsed. In my opinion, such 
an ordinance should have been passed and enforced. 
I ai?o call your attention to the Electric Light 
Com pan}'. organized and about to commence ojh;ra­ 
tions. Their wires should be laid and placed in po­ 
sition with great safety. I tee by extracts from pa­ 
pers throughout the United State? that accidents 
occur daily, where firemen are killed or ruined for 
life by coming in contact with electric light wires. 
A fireman's life is hazardous, without increasing the 
danger when an alarm sidnds in the dead hour of 
nigh*, and the brave fireman rushes forth to duty, 
nut knowing whether he will ever return to the 
bosom of hi» family, and for the sum of $20 {>er 
month. I believe all city authorities should be 
c ireful in granting permission to e-ect such system? 
as the electric wires, and when erected they should 
be placed in position w htre they cannot intei fere 
with life or property. 
The basement of No. 2 house has been set apart 
for the storing of hay and the keeping of one or 
two horse-», and has already more than doubly paid 
forth» expense incurred in repairing it and fitting it 
up. I think it there were about fifty loads of sand 
put on the front end of the a.s ment, snd a venti­ 
lator, it would be a splendid place to store hay. 
The firc-:tlarm has worked satis'aetorily «luring 
the year, with the exception of two different occa­ 
sion?, when box 13, on September 30th, did not re­ 
cord at the w ater works. No. 1’s house and the h«*>k 
and ladder house; and box 32, December 12 h, 
fuilni t ) record at water work». These are the only 
occurrences that 1 know of at the present time. 
I W'-uld recommend the p ircha&iog of 3,0l*0 feet 
of No. 1 hose for u?e in the department the coming 
year. The hose purchased from the IÍ a ton Belting 
Company does not come up to the Stan dared th.:t is 
claimed f«»r it. I am sati-fied that Baker & Hamil­ 
ton were sincere ia recommending the htse and giv­ 
ing the guarantee they gave on it. There were eight 
engths burs ted. Six have been replaced, and two 
have not been replaced as yet. 
The horses are all in goo J condition, with the ex­ 
ception of one or two that are a little too light, and 
will in all probability have to be replaced during the 
vear. One was taken sick and two lame. They are 
improving very ra; idly, aud will be all right shortly. 
I would recommend the painting of the fire alarm 
boxes with two good coat? of point, with the face 
painted white. They are more earily found when 
painted in that manner. 
1 desire to call the attention of the Underwriters 
of the Pacific coast to the necessity of cstab ishing 
a branch patrol in S*cr miento. In reconimendii gthis 
I feel confident that the name can be operated for a 
verv small outlay, and will guarantee to run a Wagon 
with two men, and say thirty covers, at an expense 
not exceeding $250 per month. There are in the 
city very many large business houses, besides nu­ 
merous handsome dwellings, all of which carry la~ge 
lints of in-tirance, and I fee! confident that had we 
covers iu our Department we could have saved 
many thousands of dollars in the pa«? few year?. 
I would recommend the placing of heater» in the 
engine house? in connection with the engine boiler», 
»o that a few pound? of steam may be kept up con­ 
stantly. They, in tiuie, would som compensate for 
expense. 
In conclusion, allow me 
return to you my sin­ 
cere thank» for the confidence you Lave placed in 
me iu re-electing me to the position as chief cfficor 
of your department.

Lns. Record-Union : So much has beeu 
said on the question of the special tax for 
Ieree purposes, and we have had it paraded 
before our eyes like a war cry so long—M$4(k- 
500 where it is not wanted, and nothing 
where it is needed,”—that we concluded to 
interview the legal fraternity and our city 
authorities on this snbj ct, and we now give 
the people the result of our investigations. 
While “estimates” are given to lhe amount 
of $40,500, the people only vote 25 cent? on 
§100, or §28,000 for levee purposes. The 
other §12 500, having been included in the 
general tax levee, the Trustees have the right 
and will use this latter amount wherever in 
their j idgment they deem it necessary. If, 
owing to toe experience of this winter, they 
see fit to spend it raising the Front street 
levee, they have the right to spend the §12,­ 
500 on the Front street levee, or any other 
portion of our levees where it is necessary, 
whether we vote on the Lvee tax “ yes ” or 
no.” Another thing has been frequently 
published, which is, that if we set aside §40 - 
500 a large part of it will never see the labor­ 
ing man’s pocket. We assert that this ia a 
very broad and whol y unjust censure on our 
present B >ard of Trustees in their past and 
fu:ure management of levee funds. But we 
believe the people do not share in this dis­ 
trust, but are willing to pass over to the pres­ 
ent Board, inclnding any new Trustee tbak. 
may be elected, not only §40,000 but $100.000 
if necessary for levee purposes, having full 
confidence that the money will be wisely and 
properly spent and appropriated.

thereby. I believe in public works uf that kind. 
As an outsider I know Sacramento can do nothing 
better than keep at work until she is so firmly 
walled in that no water can make her people afraid. 
You can’t get investments there until you show a 
disposition to do that. I would have c ns nt d to 
putting up the other houses long ago if I had not 
thought it a ri?k to put any more money in Sacra­ 
mento now.

l e t t e r f r o m sa n fr a n c is c o , 
Lent— Mardi Gras—The Procession—The 
Costumery—A Water Witch—Electric 
Shadows—The Opera—Orchestral Union. 
Sax F rancisco, M arch 5, 1884. 
We are a week advanced in Lent and yet 
the echoes of the Mardi Gras merry mak­ 
ing are audible still. In a city with such 
a large Southern and foreign population it 
is natural that Shrove Tuesday should pre­ 
sent itself as a proper day for a frolic, and 
for several years the festivities have been 
growiog in fun and in absorption of the 
public interest until this year they bloomed 
out into a street parade with music and 
fireworks. It was a capitsl evening for the 
show—still, clear and soft—and the people 
turned out by thousands. The sidewalks 
an both sides of the parade streets were 
packed, and waves and currents of enthu­ 
siasm would make the Btream of conversa­ 
tion wax and wane, The rocket that 
showed when the procession began to 
move, was well thrown ; it tore the night, 
and then softly showered its stars down as 
these man-made meteors do. No wouder 
that Arthur Cleveland Coxe, Bishop of 
western New York, put “ a rocket sent up 
to the firmament when even was out eo 
I iae, among the “ dear things that ever 
he loved,” in the ecclesiastical little 
volume of his poems that one sees occasion­ 
ally. Everyone deplored the lack of lights 
in the parade. Much of the good costum­ 
ing and grouping was lost in the obscurity. 
The feature was the 
ARRANGEMENT OK SCENES 
On great shaky stagings, placed on carts 
drawn by four horses ; these were called 
floats. 
They seemed for the most like 
tecta or sceneiy houses with inhabitants 
gathered about them. One was like a huge 
hay cart and was filled with brightly-cos­ 
tumed masquers. On one a comic travesty 
of a priest Btood calling out parodies of 
prayers and blessings—he was very popu­ 
lar with the crowd—who gave him back 
his haraDgue with interest. 
Other mem­ 
bers of the procession were “ horribles” on 
horseback and on foot. 
They all marched 
to the Mechanics’ Pavilion, and there was 
a ball which the fantastic dresses made 
well worth seeing. 
One of the oddest was 
a costume made of eggs—whole eggB 
sewed as closely as one could be placed to 
another, upon white cloth. 
A woman 
wore the dress, which was of Esquimaux 
design ; trousers, a half long tunic and a 
cap. 
Added to this a white satin mask on 
the face completed 
A BEING QUAINT ENOUGH. 
Btrange things are included under the 
bead of amusement, always have been, 
since the days of gladiatorial combats. At 
this Mardi Gras ball they gave an exhibi­ 
tion of the Water Queen, I think they call 
her. On the grand stage, where many of 
the spectators of the ball were given seatB, 
there was an iron tank abont six feet long 
by four wide and fonr deep. This was 
filled with heated water, and a young 
woman in a brown bathing dress came and 
perched on the side of it, dove in, and 
came out again with ringing wet hair. The 
bathiDg drees seemed of a good material to 
throw off the water. I observed her face 
after her plunge. She was not uncomely, 
by any means, but had a look of immense 
fatigue ; that look of one whose work is 
never done, who expects no respite and 
gets none ; a mournful look, much bight- 
sued by deep red circles about her eyes, 
and a way of lifting her eyes open with 
the muscles of her forehead, as it were. 
She was pale, and her cheeks were sunken. 
The motley crowd of maskers gathered im­ 
mediately in front of the stage, and the 
showman announced that “ the lady” 
would eat a banana under water, which she 
did, as well as sew together two pieces of 
cloth, one red and one white, also under 
water. Her last feat was one of endur­ 
ance merely, to stay under the water two 
minutes and thirty seconds. When a horse 
rots that time, it seems short enough ; but 
when this woman lay with her pale face 
and weedy hair against the glass front of 
the tank, her features 
UTTERLY TRANSFORMED 
Through the double medium of the glass 
and the rather murky water, two and a 
half minutes seemed interminably long. 
She took the attitude of ene asleep, and 
when she meant to rise to the surface had 
the strength, even after her long submer­ 
sion, to go through the movements of one 
wakening from a nap, elowly stretihing 
her armB and clenching her handB. \\ nen 


3he did come up to the air again her face 
had a terribly ghastly look, and the circles 
around her eyes, the reddened sockets, 
were badly inflamed. On a sensitive or 
impressionable person, if hapily the Mardi 
Or as crowd contained one, the effect must 
have been most unpleasant. In the com- 
ng good times, when women choose pro­ 
fessions like their brothers, I trust many of 
them will not elect to be Naiad Queens. 
But the Mardi Gras celebration yearly 
would be a pretty feature in the city’s 
life, especially if participation were gen­ 
eral. On a clear nigbt, under the electric 
lights, the streets would be a fine theater 
for ueltings with sugar plums and rice by 
maskerB. Has anyone spoken scientifically 
->n the distinctness of the shadows cast by

3hadow of the same object; and the other 
aight I was standing near a lady waititig

her reproduced on the cement sidewalk 
even the lightest outer curl of her hair, 
which she wore frizzed around her face. 
It was an odd picture, because so perfect 
and so evaneaceDt. Lent does not make 
much difference with the party-givers and 
goers, ut it does decidedly with the thea­ 
ter audiences. The Abbott company have 
left their stage to pretty dove-like Sara 
ewett. but they have not left her their 
splendid houses. It was the wont of some 
to scoff at Emma Abbot, of others to 
-ate her very, very high ; but all join in 
ca'ling her a conscientious, faith-keeping, 
iiard-working little woman, and we have 
sdjoyed our opera season hugely. Since 
non are to hear her, I wish you could hear 
“ Taul and Virginia ”—the scenery and the 
vision scene are so beautiful and unusual. 
To revert to costumed balls a moment, a 
friend recently arrived from Tombstone, 
Arizona, told me about the extensive pre­ 
parations for a Washington’s birthday ball 
which the citizens of that lugubriously 
named but merry spot contemplated giving 
on the 22d of February. They did, in 
fact, give their ball, but the beauteous Con­ 
tinental coBtumes which they had ordered 
from San Francisco came not in time, and 
therefore could not be worn. It was a sim­

NOTES FROM EL DORADO COUNTY. 
Something of the Various Mines In that 
Vicinity. 
Eds Record-Union : In my laat I spoke 
of some of the causes of decay of the min­ 
ing interests at Grizzly Flat. It is situated 
70 miles east of Sacramento city, 24 miles 
southeasterly from Piacerville, and 2S 
miles from Shingle Springs. 
Since the 
boom last spring there has been a daily 
stage from Piacerville and a semi-weekly 
one from Shingle Springs, allowing parties 
coming here to leave Saci amento in the 
mornirg and reach Grizzly Flat the 
same 
day. 
On 
their 
arrival they 
find three good botris, three stores, 
and the town looking new and lively, 
with a new school-house and many new 
cottages. We have all the benevolent so­ 
cieties, Masons, Odd Fellows, Workmen 
and Chosen Friends, all in a prosperous 
condition ; so one can see immediately on 
hia arrival the difference between the camp 
now and the camp three years ago. What 
has made the change ? We find on exami­ 
nation, after crossing the bait in a 
southerly direction, three gold-bearing 
quartz lódeB runo ng north ana south, with 
a slate belt from one to two miles wide, 
the three quartz lodes running parallel 
from one to five hundred yards apart, all 
gold-bearing, and some have been and are 
now very rich. The Mount Pleasant mine 
is the deepest, the shaft being 000 feet deep, 
and had paid from the surface down. The 
lode was small on the surface, from six 
to eight inches in width, but is now 11 feet 
on the 600-foot level. Tnis mine is con­ 
sidered one of the best in the State, and is 
managed by Captain Smith, who keeps a 
20 stamp mill running night and day, aDd 
if that wise “ mine-killer ” who reported 
it “ no good” could behold one month’s 
clean up, he would say : “Alas! if I had

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that coin I would be seen in Pauper alley 
no more ; hut, like the man in Missouri, 
would go to ‘ keepin’ grocery. ’ ” 
North of the Mt. Pleasant we find the 
mine owned by E R. Morey. This mao, 
of all others, is one that has done more to 
keep the camp alive than any man in it ; 
for when it looked dark and the town of 
Grizzly was 
dead, 
he kept steadily 
at 
work 
with 
his 
5-stamp 
mill, 
contending against all the difficulties 
a poor man comes in contact with, when 
he tries to open a mine without coin. For 
years he stood alone and said, “ time will 
prove there are good mines here,” and 
when hia hair is white and his body bent 
with years of toil, his days are made happy 
by the sound of many quartz mills reveal­ 
ing the golden treasure. West of Mr. 
Morey is the Eagle mine, owned by a Sac­ 
ramento company. This mine paid largely 
in early days, but from many causes has 
not been worked for years, only a little 
surface prospecting. The company own 
their own ditch and steam hoisting works, 
and report says the mine is to be opened 
next spring by an Eastern company, and if 
so, will prove a second Mt. Pleasant. All 
this mine needs is money, brains and a 
little time to open it. 
Next we find on the eaBt lode, and near 
the Eagle, the Day mine, that has been 
idle twenty-three years, until last fall Mr. 
J. M. Day, one of the owners, aud some 
others, sunk a shaft on the mine down to 
new ground, finding four feet of good ore, 
getting assays as high as $53 per con. Mr. 
Day has formed a company and will, I am 
told, commence work as soen as spring 
opens. Mr. Day is one of the ablest 
miners on the Coast, and for years his 
judgment has been taken in this State and 
Nevada, not as a mine killer, but as a prac­ 
tical miner of forty years’ experience. 
Next, we visit the Grouse Gulch mine, on 
the west lode. Here we find a shaft 100 
feet deep and steam hoiit ng works idle, j 
As 
to who owns the mine it 
is 
hard to say, but one thing I know, the 
ore looks well and 
prospects well, 
and men that 'nave worked there Bay it is 
a gcod mine. Northeast is the Eagle King, 
on the middle lode. This is an incorporated ^ 
company ; they have run a tunnel 800 feet i 
Q 
on the lode, and have crushed some of the j £ 
ore. They have a Dyer cannon-ball mill, 5 
and own their own ditch. From what I ^ 
could see, I think this is a good mine ; but 
the owners are, like many others, poor and 
want to sell. Next co-th is the Meton 
mine, Superintendent H. H. McClellan, 
and we find everything ship shape, fifteen- 
stamp water mill running, aDd tunnels be­ 
ing run on the lode, steam hoisting-works, 
a working shaft being sunk, and every­ 
thing being done to prepare the mine for 
working next spring, and when Mo. gets ! SADDLES 
his dead work done this mine will ! 
prove 
what 
can 
be 
done 
with 
money and an experienced man to see that 
the coin is not foolishly expended. Yester­ 
day we visited the old Eureka or Treat 
mine, which has been idle for twenty^two 
years. I am told by one of the old owners 
of this property that the ore paid well, tut 
he worked the ore in an araatra, and before 
he reached live sulphurcts he had trouble 
with his partners, aud was compelled to 
stop work. The mine belongs now to a 
lady in San Francisco, Mrs. J. D. Treat. 
Adjoining the Treat lode is the Sacra­ 
mento, Mr. Ballard, formerly of Sacra­ 
mento, in charge. Mr. Bullard came here 
two or three years ago, and was one of 
the first to see that he had found the 
right place to prospect, and after 
looking around

days com­ 
menced work on the Sacramento mine, 
Becured a water right, and has built 
an eight stamp mill and crushed enough 
ore to warrant his going ahead, and the ( 
other day he arrived here with machinery 
for an sir-comprcssor to run hia Burleigh 
dri ll, and things look livelj, and soon we 
can say, as our neighbors in the adjoining 
counties said twenty years ago, " We have 
got a Burleigh drill.” This camp wants a 
few more live men like Mr. Ballard. I 
have now reached the north fork of the 
Cjsumnes river, and am compelled to say 
that what is called the North End, the 
Mount Hope, the Flagstaff and other mines 
are idle at present, but are only waiting 
for sprirg weather to open, as they have to 
haul the ore one mile to the mills. On the 
middle lode we find A. A. Gigaac at work 
on the Rip Van Winkle, and from 
the 
looks of the ore they have a 
good mine. Gus and his partner are work­ 
ing it themselves, are stayers, but not the 
old stayers I spoke of in my last. Just 
east of this mine is the Saroni mine. They 
have a cannon-ball mill and a good lode, 
owned by Mr. Saroni and Captain R'ck- 
arfls. Now we have reached live miles 
noith af Grizzly, I will go back, and we 
will see what is to be found south. On 
my way back I met an old miner, one that 
has been mining for years. He asked me 
where I had luen. I told him. Ho said, 
“ Now, if you are looking for good mines, 
just examine the gravel mine belonging to 
Wat-. & Ghallager." I did so, and found 
they have a large mine, one-half a mile 
east of Gr zzly. This looks like a mine 
tTat would pay if it had machinery to

The gravel is cemented, and will 
have to be crushed. I have no doubt it will 
prove a good mine, and will pay well.

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“ The H istory of Democracy Considered 
as a Party Name and as a Political Organi­ 
zation,’ is the title of a work by Jonathan 
Norcro8s, author of “ The Conflict of La­ 
bor and C apital,” etc. 
I t is from the 
press of G. P. Putnam ’s Sons, New York. 
The author from the outset is antagonis­ 
tic to the Democratic party. 
W hoever 
proDOses to read the book m ust enter upon 
it with th at understanding. 
He devotes 
an interesting chapter to democracy in 
ancient Greece—interesting because of its 
historical character. 
His claim is th at all 
organized parties under the name “ Dem­ 
ocratic” since the days of Solon, have 
borne a striking resemblance to each other, 
and the predominating characteristics of all 
have been fearful tragedies and revolu­ 
tions. 
The Pisistratidor of Athens and its 
fifty years’ rule is cited as the earliest ex­ 
emplification of the change. 
This change 
is supplemented by another, th at from its 
inception the snoils of office have been the 
end of the party to which all things have 
been means. 
In our own country, to pass 
much historical recital and parallel, Mr. 
Norcros8 claims th at the Democratic party 
has never been known to improve or re­ 
form election laws ; has always fomented 
domestic tu rm o il; has always presented, 
not w hat style of government is best, but 
shall the people have any Government at 
a ll; has made St»te sovereignty first and 
nationalism second; has aided and ap- 
p'aaded despotic act», as, for instance, the 
removal of the deposits by Jackson ; that 
no party ever yet formed under the name 
of Democracy th at did not convey to the 
mind of its iriends and its fo-.s alike the 
idea th at its tendency and intention were 
to gather into its ranks the discontented 
and 
dissolute, the 
depraved 
and the 
dangerous portion of society, as its chief 
strength and su p p o rt; th at it was its in­ 
tention to pull down those in influence 
and authority, however sound in princi­ 
ple, however pure and patriotic they might 
be, and substitute ia their places such 
leaders as would pander to the worst pas­ 
sions, prejudices and appetites of human 
nature ; th at the party, whenever it could 
find a leader, has ever been ready to plunge 
th e country into disorder and revolution ; 
it was never in power for a decade th at it 
did not attem pt or bring on a revolution ; 
th at it always leaves a State in a worse 
condition than it finds i t ; th at it always 
when in power develops a despotic le der 
or keeps the State in social strife ; th at it 
alw ays has been opposed to the purity and 
integrity of the elective franchise ; th at 
all Democratic parties everywhere have 
cherished and upheld slavery, and gloried 
in the overthrow and ostracism of the 
great and good men of the land ; th at it

rational liberty, such as Agrarianism, Jac­

never conferred substantial 
benefit on any peopel. 
This is not one-half 
the indictm ent drawn by this volume, but 
to the marshaling of proofs in support of 
these and as many other allegations, Mr. 
Norcross’ vigorous and aggressive volume 
is devoted. 
Hubert Clarke & Co., of Cincinnati, have 
issued a handsome little volume by Miss 
M. Louise M cLaughlin in suggestions to 
china painters. I t is a practical manual of 
china painting, supplem entary to the well- 
known more elem entary work on th a t sub­ 
ject by the same author, now in its twelfth 
thousand.

Calvert believes th at the name of Napo­ 
leon is too familiar, and the events of his 
crowded career are too near to us to be 
rested boldly, and by naming men prop­ 
erly or places exactly. 
Kven the colossal 
Napoleon is belittled by our closeness to 
him. 
l’oetry refuses to deal directly with 
prosaic ptipabillties. 
H e thinks it impos­ 
sible for poetic fancy to transfigure them 
through her golden vail. 
Mr. Ju stin M cCarthy’s “ Short History 
of Our Own Tim es,” from the accession of 
Jueen Victoria to the electk n of 1SS0. has 
been issued in Svo form by Harper Bros., 
New York. 
Mr. M cCarthy is a plain, 
straightforw ard narrator of events, and 
rises superior to any prejudices by which 
he may be surrounded. 
The work before 
as is an exceedingly attractive one, and 
takes on the regalia of conservative thought 
and conscientiousness. 
I t is, withal, alive 
with the interest to history th at is given 
by graceful raim ent, for Mr. M cCarthy 
wields as brilliant a pen when writing as a 
historian as when dealing w ith fiction. 
From C. S. Houghton, Sacramento, we

WEATHER, 


Sergeant Bar wick reports as follows : 
It 
will be noticed, by referring to the rain table 
published last New Y ear’s in the R ec o r d- 
U n io n , that the years the floods occurred in 
were those giving upward of 30 inches of rain 
for those seasons. 
It also seems to be good 
evidence of the shoaliDg of the rivers. 
The 
flood of 1SGI-2 is said to be the one that en­ 
tailed the most loss. 
That season gave 35.56 
inches, while the season of 1852 3 gave 36 36 
inches ; that was also ore of fl >cds. The next 
after 1862 was the great flood of 1807 8. 
More damage was reported than in 1862 
while the eeasonal rainfall was only 32.73 
inchss, or nearly 4 inches less than the fl rod 
year of 1862. Tne next flood, and the one 
that caused the river to mark on the gauge 
the highest ever recorded, was 1880 1 , while 
the season's rainfall was but 26 57 inches, or 
over 6 inches lees than the great fbod of 
1868. Reasoning from the above data, high 
water might be expected «hen the season’s 
rainfall was a few inches above 20. 
That is 
good evidence that the levees should be raised 
or strengthened each and every year to keep 
pace with the filling capacity of the sluggish 
streams during the iow-water periods. 
The rainfall at ¿Sacramento up to 8 P. M. 
last night for this storm was 1 04 inches, and 
12.75 inches for the season, beiog 1.86 inches 
greater than this 
time 
last year. 
The 
rainfall to an equal date of past seasons 
Bhows that the one of 1877-8 measured 
21 40 inches); 1878-0. 12.50 inches; 1870 80, 
10 28 inthes ; 1880-81, 23 06 inches ; 1881-2, 
10 31 inches; 1882-3, 10 80 inches ; 1883-4, 
12.75 inches. 
A t noon yesterday there was a rising 
barometer and falling temperature along the 
entire Pacific slope, with the wind from north 
to southwest; weather clear in the north, 
and cloudy aud threatening in the siuth. The 
barometer was then above thirty inches, or 
in other words getting above the storm poin'.

THE

There seems to be a general iain-storm pre 
vailing throughout! he State.

doubt will be higher here than they have 
been for a few years past.

after gopher holes and weak points. 
The fol­ 
lowing dispatches were received at this cflits 
yesterday : 
Georgetown (El Dorado county)—Three 
more inches of rain has fallen here, making 
six and a half inches for the pant forty-eight 
hours. 
It is now snowing, and the barometer 
is rising. 
Stocxt n—It is raining copiously, and the 
wind is due east. 
J.ast night .15 of an inch 
fell, making total for the month, 2 44 inches ; 
f ir the reason, 11.14 inches, as against 6 64 
inches the corresponding period last year. 
Farmers generally say they have enough, and 
some are grumbling on account of au ovgi 
abundante. 
Sao Jose—It has been raining all forenoon 
slightly and the storm continues, with no 
sign of cessati >r. Total for three days' slorm, 
_88 of an inch, 
Total for the season, 10.04 
inches. 
There ia a considerable volume of 
water in the creeks, which shows that the 
• form has been heavier in the mountains than 
in the valleys. 
Sonora—The heavy rains this morni g 
cau-ed Sonora creek to over flow, fboding the 
entire block between the City Hotel and the 
Gem Saloon from one to two feet deep, Riling 
all the cellars in the block. 
It crossed the 
street and stood eighteen iochts deep in Ca- 
bezul’s restaurant, on the opposite side. 
Considerable damage has been done—esti­ 
mated at several thousand dollars. 
M artinez—We have had one of the finest 
nine for the season, one and one-half inches 
having fallen since the 4th instant. 
The 
prospects are good for more before morning. 
Proepects for a good crop were never better. 
Grass Valley—The rain-storm, which has 
been steady since it began on Monday even­ 
ing still continues, with no sigue ef coming 


to in end. 
To-day, for a while, snow fell 
heavily, bat oüly enough to cover the earth 
for a short time. 
The farmers among oar 
foothills feel jubilant, as their crops are as­ 
sured. 
But the orchardists fear a repetition 
of last year’s fruit crop, as during the past 
fine weather some of the fruit trees hid blos­ 
somed out, and it is feared th it the froet will 
again destroy them. 
Tae rainfall np to date 
has been 31 inches; same date last year, 
23.50 inches. 
Rio Vista—For the twenty-four hours end­ 
ing 9 A. m. we had .37 of an inch of rain. It 
rained most all the forenoon, and the pros­ 
pect for more to-night is good. 
Light wind 
from the south. 
Merced—The rainfall yesterday and last 
night amounted to .12 of an inch, making 
1 62 inches for the storm and 10.23 inches for 
the season. 
Rain has been falling lightly all 
day, becoming heavier as the storm advanced, 
and will probably continue all night. 
The 
wind is light from the southeast. 
Yesterday 
afternoon the small creeks north of this place, 
and Mariposa creek, to the southward, over­ 
flowed their banks, covering the valley below 
here for several miles in extent. 
Redding—The heaviest showers of the sea­ 
son fell yesterday afternoon, which raised the 
creeks to a higher stage than they have been 
for a year past. 
Santa Barbara—Total rail* fall since March 
3d, 2 35 inches. 
The rain was warm and 
from the southeast.
